Roman Catholics say

Unionist politicians were 
incensed yesterday at an attack 
on the Ulster Defence Regiment 
presented by Roman Catholic 
political leaders to Mr 
Humphrey Atkins, Secretary of 
State for Northern Ireland. 

A lengthy paper drawn up by 
the Social Democratic and 
Labour Party, the main voice of 
Roman Catholic moderates, 
accuses the UDR of being in¬ 
filtrated by “ loyalist ” para¬ 
military activists. 

The UDR. which was estab¬ 
lished on January 1 J97l), has 
about 8.000 soldiers serving in 
11 battalions. Three quarters of 
its me mbe rs are part-rimers, 
me Regiment operates mainly 
ar night and at weekends and 
undertakes the full range of 
military duties except riot con¬ 
trol. 

The paper was prepared as 
the party’s first submission to 
Mr Atkins in talks covering 
security, the EEC and the ec£ 
many, all matters which are not 
bemg discussed at the constitu¬ 
tional conference. The raJJ.s, 
which opened at Stormont 
Castle on Wednesday, will be 
resumed in three weeks. 

The SDLP said that Future 
secunty policy envisaged the 
continued “ Uisterization" of 
secunty, involving the gradual 
withdrawal of British Army 
personnel and their replace¬ 
ment by the Rova! Ulster Con¬ 
stabulary and the UDR. That 
would cast the RUC in an ever- 
locreasing paramilitary role. 

. The UDR, which in Ulster- 
lzaaon becomes die RUCs 
back-up service, has by far the 
worst record for serious sec¬ 
tarian crimes of any regiment 
gresendy in service with the 
British Army forces on land, 
sea or asr ”, the party said. 

A sharp reply by the Rev 
Ian Paisley, leader of the 
Democratic Unionists, rejected 
the “ vinous ” comments, which 
were pan of the overall plan 
to get Northern Ireland out of 
the United Kingdom. 

The SDLP said that every 
serving UDR man should be 


security rescrecned to rout out 
paramilitary elements. “ Until 
this_ is done the regiment will 
be identified among the min¬ 
ority community as a menace 
to, rather than a support for, 
law and order.” 

Both the RUC and UDR were 
overwhelmingly drawn from 
the loyalist tradition 196 per 
cent and 98 per cent respec¬ 
tively) and therefore were 
completely unrepresentative of 
the community at large. “ This 
to an extent represents West¬ 
minster’s failure to convince 
the minority dial the dispensa¬ 
tion of justice here is even- 
handed ”, the party said. 

The emergency powers legi¬ 
slation was also severely criti¬ 
cized. Although rhe measures 

were designed to combat speci¬ 
fic terrorist activity, they hud 
beeu used increasingly in addi¬ 
tion as devices to gather and 
computerize information.

The Bill, sponsored by Mr 
John Corrie, Conservative MP 
for Ayrshire, North and Bute.

The signatories say that 
although the Bill was presented 
us. a modest measure aimed at 
oh ruinating late abortion, they 
regard it as *‘a most swingeing 
attack which would, according 
ro one of its supporters, cue 
uPortion by turn thirds and 
destroy rhe charities *", 

. The letter says that a reduc¬ 
tion in the upper time limit to 
^4 weeks is acceptable but that 
20 weeks is too early and will 
cause suffering in the small 
rummer of cases where, 
unhappily, lace abortion is 
necessary. 

“An upper rime limit oF 20 
■weeks will inevitably mean that 
many doctors will be unwilling 
in do terminations after 16 or 
JS weeks because of rhe impos¬ 
sibility of being absolutely 
certain about gestation dates”. 

The signatories include Sr 
C-enrge Godber. former chief 
medical officer at the Depart¬ 
ment oF Health and Social 
Security. Sir Richard Doll, pro¬ 


fessor of medicine at Oxford 
University, Dame Josephine 
Barnes, president of the British 
‘Medical Association, the presi¬ 
dents of the Royal College of 
Physicians, the Royal College of 
Surgeons, the Royal College of 
General Practitioners, the Royal 
College of Psychiatrists, the 
Royal College of Pathology and 
the medical and surgical Scot¬ 
tish royal colleges. 

' They maintain that the Abor¬ 
tion Act, 1967. reduced human 
■suffering, that the early abuses 
hare been eliminated, and with 
the exception of the regional 
differences in the availability 
of health service abortions the 

Act was working well. 

The Bill wil] do nothing to 
remedy that weakness and by 
destroying the charities will 
deny women in manv areas 
access to legal abortion, the 
letter says. 

“ Septic abortion, which 
caused so much illness and 
suffering, has been greatly re¬ 
duced by the 1967 Act. A re¬ 
port from the DHSS for 1973-75 
showed that only 10 of 235 ! 
maternal deaths in those three 
years were due to illegal 
abortions, compared with 98 
our of 579 in the years 1964-66. 

. “ Because of the Bill’s restric¬ 
tive nature there is a real ; 
danger that if Mr Corrie’s BUI 
is passed by Parliament septic 
abortion could become a ' 
scourge in this country once 
again”, it says.

Later, haviug read the audi¬ 
tors* report, he said it “ appears 
to be very much in line with 
our own conclusions It did not 
bear out the allegations of 
“disgraceful and indefensible” 
practices over cars, chauffeurs 
and catering, but found London 
Transport was “ vary much in 
line with practices of organiza¬ 
tions of similar size 

For example, London Trans¬ 
port had 160 cars, not 224, and 
Mr Chapman’s claim of £20-£30 
free meals in the executive din¬ 
ing mom, used for entertaining 
important foreign visitors, was 
“ substantially over-stated ”.

Civil Service unions are plan¬ 
ning iu paralyze the heart of 
central government, including 
the House of Commons.

A plea for an “ affirmative 
action ” programme to help 
disabled people to find employ¬ 
ment was made in London 
yesterday. - Mr Colin Low, 
president of tbe National 
Federation of the Blind and a 
lecturer rn law at Leeds Univer¬ 
sity, said similar programmes 
existed in the United States. 
They should be used in Britain 
to bolsrer the quota system on 
disabled employment. 

Affirmative action pro. 
grammes are widely used in the 
United States to help women, 
blacks and disabled people to 
find employment in areas 
where they mave previously 
been excluded. They involve 
quota _ systems for various 
minority groups and incentives 
and sanctions to persuade 


employers to change either the 
entry qualifications or tbe 
nature of the job. 

Mr Low was speaking at a 
press conference to launch tbe 
second report of tbe Snowdon 
working party on integrating 
the disabled, which publishes 
evidence from more than 200 
disabled people and 180 organi¬ 
zations. Lord Snowdon, who is 
chairman of the working party 
set up in 1974 by die National 
Fund for Research into 
Crippling Diseases, said his 
priorities were work and 
mobility for the disabled. 

“ We are all disabled to some 
extent.” Tbe barriers arise 
when people can no longer cope 
with their handicap. Suddenly, 
they are set apart and made to 
feel an exception and even, per¬ 
haps, a nuisance ”, he said. 

Disabled people must have 
the opportunity to work like 
everyone else, he said. They 
must also, have rhe opportunity 
to enjoy life

The Home Office has been 
ordered to disdbSe .five secret 
documents to a prisoner suing 
for false imprisonment over his 
detention in a control unit at 
Wakefield Prison in 1974. 

Mr Michael Williams claim's 
that his detention was unlawful 
because the unit’s regime 
specified that prisoners should 
be held in isolation for 90 days, 
while the prison rules state that 
no prisoner can be held in iso¬ 
lation for more than a month 
without a review. 

Mr Justice -McNeill ruled in 
the High Court that documents 
Mr Williams sarid he needed to 

fight his case should be 
released. The Home Office has 
applied for leave to appeal 

Mr William Whiteiaw, the 
Home Secretary, had refused to 
release them on the ground that 
their production would he 
“ injurious to the public 
interest ”, 

He said they were communi¬ 
cations between ministers' and 
to or from ministers on the 
formulation of policy on con¬ 
trol units, and records of meet¬ 
ings on the subject attended by 
ministers. 

He thought they should not 
be published because of the 
need for freedom of expression 
between ministers and the need 
for full and uninhibited advice 
from officials to ministers. 

Mr Justice McNeill said that 
an issue in tbe case was “ that 
limited right of personal free¬ 
dom protected by the Prison 
Act and the rules thereunder 
which is preserved for a 
prisoner 

The judgment, which was

Mr Justice .McNeill said the 
plaintiff should not be barred 
from a fair trial on all the rele¬ 
vant material .unless the public 
interest immunity prevailed. 

He went do: “I was shown 
a document, one of the docu¬ 
ments for which immunity was 
sought but which came into the 
possession t»E the plaintiffs 
solicitor ..-. . la my view it 
reinforces to tbe point -of cer¬ 
tainty the view which I had 
tentatively readied foax, as a 
matter of reasonable proba¬ 
bility, the documents were 
likely to contain material sup¬ 
portive of foe phtinriff’s case.” 

The control units were an 
experiment introduced in 1974 
bv the Home Office to modify 
the ■ behaviour of ' diffiev't 
prisoners. A prisoner was held 
in isolusiaa for.two perinds of 
90 days and if be misbehaved 
had to begin again from stage 
one. 

Tbe units were abolished less, 
than a year later because of an 
outcry from civil liberty and 
prisoners’ rights groups. ■’

The 
majority of juvenile offenders 
in the same year were involved 
in theft or handling stolen 
goods”, foe report says. 

Tbe number of juveniles cora- 
citted to borstal rose from 818 
in 1969 to 2.117 in 1978 and 
those sent to detention centres 
increasbed from 1228 in 1969 
to 6.303 in 1978. Three quarters 
of tbe juveniles leaving deten¬ 
tion centres and 35 per cent. 
of those leaving borstals are 
convicted of further offences 
within two years.

Synod document obliges Dutch 
bishops to restore traditional 
methods of seminary training

Rome, Jan 31 

Tbe Pope today signed rbe 
document disciplining the Dutch 
Church at the closing of the 
special synod and appealed to 
Dutch Carbolics to support what 
their bishops had agreed to 
accept. 

He reiterated the importance 
oF this synod for the whole 
Roman Catholic Church. Their 
work, he told the members of 
the synod during a coo celebra¬ 
ted Mass in the Sisrine Chapel, 
had been of service to " the 
Church of Christ in all its 
universality 

It might also be seen as a 
model of how the Pope 
envisages the application of the 
Second Vatican Council. The 
synod, he pointed oui. had 
constantly had to measure the 
experience of the Durcb Church 
against the decisions made by 
the bishops of the whole world 
at the Vatican Council. 

Tbe bishops signed the final 
document at a brief meeting 
this morning. They had already- 
voted for it by secrer ballot. It 
consists of 22 typewritten pages 
and firmly binds the Dutch 
hierarchy to apply the Church's 
teachings on such questions as 
priestly celibate, the perman¬ 
ency of the priesthood, the dis¬ 
tinction between the functions 
of priests, deacons and lay- 
people and a return to more 
traditional methods of seminary 
training. 

It imposes official thinking on 
ecumenism: “Intercommunion 
with separated brothers is not 
the response to the appeal of 
Christ for perfect unity”, it 
says. 

The document also implies 
that Rome may have been in 
some way at fault in the Dutch 
dispute. It was agreed that 
collaboration and mutual con¬ 
fidence could be reinforced by 
complete and periodic exchange 
of information, by visits of the 
bishops to the Vatican Curia 
and of representatives of the 
Curia to The Netherlands. This 
would bring about a closer 
union between the Catholic com¬ 
munity of Tbe Netherlands and 
the Universal Church.

The Moulin 
Rouge 
is ninety

Paris, Jan 31 

In these days of international 
tension, the Moulin Rouge, the 
Montmartre cabaret immortal¬ 
ized by Toulouse-Lautrec, 
doubtless felt it was safer not 
to wait another ren years to 
mark its centenary. Last night, 
therefore, it celebrated its 
ninetieth anniversary with a 
show dazzling with a galaxy 
of talent- 

Compered by Peter Ustinov, 
it included appearances by 
Charles Aznavour, Zizi Jean- 
maire, Dalida, Jerry Lewis, and 
George Chakiris of Wesr Side 
Story, to name only a few. But 
tbe star of the evening was 
undoubtedly Ginger Rogers, 
who_ sang George Gerschwin, 
conjured up torrents of nostal¬ 
gia and brought the house 
down. The show was sponsored 
by Mme Raymond Barre, the 
Prime Minister’s wife, in aid 
nf Unicef and was attended by 
leading lights of Parisian soc¬ 
iety. 

But the present Moulin 
Rouge, an ultra-modern audi¬ 
torium, seating 900. with a 120- 
foot. stage, is a far crv from the 
original of the Gay Eighties and 
Nineties, haunted by Vaipntir. 
Je Desosse. La Goulue. Yvette 
Guillat, Jeanne Avril, and the 
ladies of what was original';.* 
called the Naturalist Quadrille, 
a bold adaptation of the Lan¬ 
cers, better known as the 
French Can-Can. The cabaret 
started in 1889, on the site nf 
one of the popular dance halls 
of the time, where the top 
hatted habitues of private rooms 
at Maxim’s and tire locomotives 
of the society nf the Belle 
Epogue rubbed shoulders with 
petty bourgeois in search oF 
sensation, cloth-capped toughs 
and ladies of easy virtue from 
Montmartre 

That Moulin Rouge, the one 
of Zidler and Joseph Ollier, 
was burned down in 1914. A 
second one rose out of its ashes 
in 1924, heralding a new golden 
age of revues and operettas, of 
which the stars were Mis- 
tinsuette and the Hoffmann 
Girls. 

But films killed the Moulin 
Rouge like so many music halls, 
and in 1930 it was converted 
into a cinema. It was so much 
part cf Gay Paris, however, 
that it reopened in 1951. 


behind their backs to tbe Curia 
should be verified through con¬ 
sultation with the bishop con¬ 
cerned or the Episcopal Con¬ 
ference. 

The synod establishes three 
special commissions of Dutch 
bishops to consider the ques¬ 
tions of training candidates for 
the priesthood, rhe work of lay 
people in pastoral activities and 
■me Vatican's proposal for in¬ 
creasing the number of bishops 
in Holland. 

A fourth commission will 
have a supervisory function 
over the whole application of 
the synod's decisions. Its three 
members will be: the French 
Cardinal Garrone. who has just 
retired from the Sacred Conzrc- 
gatioo for Catholic Education ; 
Cardinal Willebrands, the 
Dutch Primate, and rhe Bishop 
of ’s-Hertogensboseh, Mgr 
Johannes Bluyssen. 

The document is evenbanded 
in dealing with the more 
extreme groups in The Dutch 
Church, which are said to have 
bad too big an influence on the 
life of the Church. Both pro¬ 
gressive and conservative 
groups are mentioned. 

The bishops are called on ta 
play a moderating role in their 
dealings with these groups, but 
not to omit to point out errors 
of faith or discipline so that 
there could be true cominuniou. 

While accepting that there is 
a certain diversity in express¬ 
ing the faith and doctrine, 
whether through the mass 
media or publications, the 
bishops should watch that such 
diversity does not give rise ro 
confusion among the faithful. 
The bishops are to provide for 
a sufficient distribution of the 
teachings of the Vatican Coun¬ 
cil and of documents published 
by the Holy See. 

The only bishop mentioned by 
name in the document (except 
the members of the supervisory 
commission) is the conservative 
Bishop of Roermond, Mgr 
Johannes Gi.isen. He is said to 
have agreed to resume col¬ 
laboration with the other 
bishops in three nf the five 
ecclesiastical institutions From 
which he had withdrawn his 
support. The other bishops 
undertook to try to help him in 
his difficulties. 


It was the Vatican's insis¬ 
tence on nominating him that 
caused much of the trouble in¬ 
side the Dutch Church. 

The Pope in his homily 
reaffirmed “our agreement on 
the content of the Catholic 
faith according to the teaching 
of the. Church’s magisterium”. 
They had drawn their conclu¬ 
sions from that, he went on, 
about the function of the 
bishop as teacher of the faith 
and as pastor,, the function of 
each bishop in his.diocesCand 
of all die bishops in the frame¬ 
work of the Episcopal Confer¬ 
ence. 

The. Pope's approach from the 
beginning of the synod was 
to start from first principles, 
and the tactic explains much 
of his overwhelming success in 
sending the bishops home with 
a verv stern document indeed 
by Dutch standards. 

He devoted a great deal of 
his time to listening to the 
bishops and to thj members of 
tbe Curia whom he had ap¬ 
pointed to take part in eke 
synod, but his own direct con¬ 
tribution appears to have been 
greater chan was at first thought 
to be the case. 

Ar first he was said to be 
following tbe proceedings with¬ 
out commenting so that he 
would not influence their 
course. He was in touch with 
the joint chairmen and the sec¬ 
retaries- 

According to the Dutch side, 
be began to speak on' his own 
account as the synod advanced 
but it was agreed that this 
should be kept secret. The out¬ 
come of the synod was des¬ 
cribed an rhe Dutch side, in 
these terms : “ traditional doc¬ 
trine is rife winner”. 

The Pope reminded the 
bishops in his homily of tbe 
need for great courage and 
great prudence in order to 
serve the Church. He called on 
Dutch Catholics to gather round 
rheir bishops in prayer and in 
action. 

He concluded with a call for 
prayer from all Christian com¬ 
munities, in the Netherlands and 
elsewhere, for tbe acceptance of 
the synod’s conclusions “ in the 
spirir. of faith and with sincere 
conviction ”.

Future Queen of Holland 
was brought up in exile

Amsterdam, Jan 31 

The future Queen Beatrix of 
the Netherlands was born on 
January 31,1938. She had barely 
been joined by her younger 
sister. Princess Irene, in 1939 
■when the Second World War 
broke out. Carried in poison 
gas-proof containers, the linle 
girls were sent out of wartime 
Holland and taken first to 
England and then to Canada. 

In Ortowa the young princess 
spent five carefree years living 
in an ordinary house, raised by 
her mother without any of the 
official fuss that is inevitable 
in a royal palace. 

At the age of seven her exile 
came to an end and the prin¬ 
cess returned to rhe Nether¬ 
lands in August. 1945. Unlike 
her morber who had been given 
lessons at the nalace with a few 
other selected children, she 
went to a norma] school to be 
tauzhr in a class with other 
children. 

In September 1948, when 
her mother became Queen, 
Beatrix became Crown Princess 
at the age of 10. She went to 
secondary school paying special 
attention ro subjects like soci¬ 
ology and politics. After her 
graduation she registered at 
Leiden University to study legal 
science, parliamentary history, 
politics and sociology. 

In June 1961, at the age of 
23. sbe sat her doctoral examin¬ 
ations 

At the age of 25 Princess 
Beatrix left her parents' palace

and set up house in a small 
castle near by, known as Drak- 
ensteyn. Two years later she 
met Herr Claus von Amsbere, a 
German diplomat 12 years her 
senior. Her marriage in 1966 led 
to riots in a year full of unrest. 

Some doubts have been 
raised over possible conflicts 
that could arise during ber 
reign. Sbe is generally des¬ 
cribed as a more authoritarian 
figure than her mother. 

It has been suggested that 
she will be more tempted to 
take a direct hand in affairs 
of state which, in a democracy 
like the Netherlands, could be 
a source of potential conflict. 


EEC puts 
curbs on 
butter sales 
to Russia

Brussels, Jan 31 

Surplus EEC butter will con* 
tinue to be sold to tbe Soviet 
Union bur “in control led 
quantities and at realistic 
prices”, Mr Roy Jenkins, the 
President of the European Com-; 
mission, told tbe political 
affairs committee of the Euro* 
pcan Parliament here today. 

In the fullest statement so 
far of Commission policy nn 
food trade with the Soviet 
Union after the events in 
Afghanistan, Mr Jenkins de¬ 
clined to say what limit would 
be put on total butter'exports 
to the Soviet Union over the 
year. 

He did give an assurance, 
however, chat “ in no case will 
tbere be large export deals ar 
special .prices oF the type which 
happened in 1973 ”. fin that 
year the EEC sold 200.03Q 
tonnes of butter to the Rus¬ 
sians at prices less thau a fifth 
of those paid to tbe Community 
dairy farmers who produced 
it.) 

Under a new control svstem 
approved by rbe Commission 
vesterdav, tenders for export 
of surplus butter tn tbe Soviet 
Union will be considered, on a 
case by case basis and rejected 
if a reasonable price is nor 
offered. (EEC prices are at 
Dresenr about four times « 
high as those on the world 
market.) 

Except in the case oF verv 
small quantities, nn export sub¬ 
sidies wall be paid out of Com¬ 
munity funds ro finance butter 
sales to the Soviet Union, 
whereas these subsidies will hp 
available for rales to other 
destinations. The Commission 
does not c.oeci anv exports m 
rhe Russians in the immediate 
future. 

In general. Mr Jenkins told 
rhe Euro-MPs, “ our agricul¬ 
tural exports to the Sorier 
Union will not exceed, what 
we judge to be traditional 
quantities ”. But he argued that 
trade patterns were too erratic 
to make it “ useful to pick out 
a figure for a particular year, 
or an average figure for .a 
period of years, and to say it 
represents the traditional level 
or* target to which we should 
adhere 

In rhe case of butter, Mr 
Jenkins disclosed. 2.000 tonnes 
were exported to the. Soviet 
Union in 1974, none in 1975 
and 1976, 49.000 Conner in 1977, 
21,000 tonnes in 1978 arfd an 
estimated 140,000 tonnes, in 
1979. This last figure is much, 
higher than previous estimates 

The special public meeting of 
the political affairs committee 
was called to discuss “the poli¬ 
tical ..consequences of the situa¬ 
tion in Afghanistan few the- 
European Community It gen¬ 
erated much rhetoric about the 
iniquity of Soviet behaviour, but 


EEC should respond. 

For the Socialists, Herr Willy 
Brandt, the former West Ger¬ 
man Chancellor, saw nothing 
useful, to be- gained by; “ pun¬ 
ishing? *be Soviet Union and 
“ sending the; men in The Krem¬ 
lin to Coventry ”. On the. con¬ 
trary, every effort must be made 
to maintain tbe momentum of 
detente. ■" ■ 

For - the -Conservative group, 
Mr James Scott-Hopkins argued 
that the West could not simply 
behave after Afghanistan as if 
nothing had happened. The 
Soviet Union had to be brought 
to understand that “ adventures i 
of this kind cannot be toler¬ 
ated if detente was to be 
lasting. 

Speaking for the Liberals, Mr 
Cornells Berkhouwer, from Hol¬ 
land, thought the most effective 
sanction was to move tbe Olym-' 
pic Games from Moscow- 

Tbere was little comradeship 
between the French and Italian 
Communist representatives.

Moscow ‘ignored five American warnings 9 


Washington, Jan 31.—The 
United States warned tbe 
Kremlin at least five rimes 
before Christmas that a Soviet 
invasion of Afghanistan would 
set off a serious reaction in 
Washington, a high-ranking 
State Department official said 
here yesterday. 

Mr Marshal] Shulman, special 
adviser to die Secretary of 
Stare on Soviet Affairs, said 
that by ignoring the American 
warnings Moscow had under¬ 
estimated the United States 
reaction and had made a gross 
miscalculation. 

Testifying before the House 
of Representatives foreign 
affairs committee, Mr Shulman 
said Moscow had been unequi¬ 
vocally informed that Soviet- 
Amencan relations would in¬ 
evitably deteriorate if there 
was a move into Afghanistan. 

In the 'months immediately 
preceding - tbe post-Christmas 
Soviet drive, Mr Shulman said, 
Washington monitored unusual 
activity in the Soviet Union 
including the call-up of reser¬ 


vists and the transfer of some 
Army staff headquarters 
towards the Afghan frontier. 

The Administration took all 
these elements seriously, he 
testified, and expressed its 
anxiety to the Soviet leader¬ 
ship at least five times. 

The final Soviet thrust was 
made emotionally. Mr Shulman 
told die House committee, in 
frustration over the successive 
failures of different pro-Soviet 
regimes in KabuL ’ 

He said the Kremlin was not 
so much in search of a “warm 
water port 1 ’ or control over the 
Iranian oilfields, but was 
mainly motivated by its deter¬ 
mination to prevent the over¬ 
throw of a Kabul communist 
regime by Islamic radicals an 
the Iranian model.—Agence 
Fra nce-Pr esse. 

Delhi, Jan 31.—President 
Carter's special envoy, Mr 
Clark Clifford, warned the 
Soviet Union today that there 
would be war if it sent troops 
to the Gulf from Afghanistan. 
He gave the warning within 


hours of being told by Mrs 
Indira Gandhi, the Indian Prime 
Minister, of the need to defuse 
tbe crisis. 

Mr Clifford, a former 
Defence Secretary, told a press 
conference: “ We have 

attempted to get a message to 
the Soviet Union. The message 
is : they must know thai if part 
of their plan is to move to the 
Persian Gulf that means war”. 

Mr Clifford, who had a 75- 
minute meeting with Mrs 
Gandhi, said his understanding 
was that India did nor believe 
the United States approach to 
the Afghan crisis was the most 
effective. 

Mrs Gandhi, who said yester¬ 
day that the world had moved 
closer to a thermonuclear con¬ 
frontation, told Mr Clifford 
that the rise in tension 
endangered the whole region. 
An Indian spokesman said 
Mrs Gandhi told Mr Clifford 
that an attempt to defuse the 
crisis was essential to ensure 
a Soviet -withdrawal from 
Afghanistan.—Reuter. 


Schmidt holdup: The visit of 
Herr Helmut Schmidt, the 
West German Chancellor to 
Moscow is unlikely to take 
place in tbe near future be¬ 
cause of East-West differences 
over Afghanistan, senior West¬ 
ern diplomatic sources said in 
Moscow. 

Soviet officials had as yet 
made no formal approach but 
by obviously postponing a deci¬ 
sion on setting a - date for tha 
visit had made it clear they 
did not want it at the present 
time.—Reuter.

Tbe tormented shade which 
never ceases to haunt Italian 
politics and politicians is that 
of the murdered Aldo Aloro 
who reemerges, with the publi¬ 
cation today of his wife’s testi¬ 
mony, as a mixed symbol of 
courageous thinking. . and of 
doom. 

Not that his wife paints him 
as a hero. He was chairman of 
the governing Christian Demo¬ 
cratic Party when he was kid¬ 
napped by Red Brigades 
terrorists on March 16, 1978. 
He had declined the prime 
ministership in the government 
formed that same day with 
official Communist support 
because, she ays. he bad been 
frightened by threats. 

She presents him as a man 
full of premonitions of disaster. 
He had asked for a bulletproof 
car from the party in vain be¬ 
cause it wa* judged too expen¬ 
sive. He had been invited, she 
said, repeatedly and with 
vigour ro abandon h«s policy of 
seeking to bring together almost 
all tbe political parties, in par¬ 
ticular the Communists. 

When two armed men appar¬ 
ently threatened a leading 
journalist about to enter the 
building where he had his 
office, Moro said to his wife: 
** That was tbe dress rehearsal. 1 * 
The incident happened a few 
weeks before he was kidnapped. 

Two Milan newspapers, the 
Carriers Della Sera and ll 
Gtomalc, publish extracts from 
what is stated to be tesimony 
given by Signora Moro to the 
public prosecutor . and the 
investigating judge in June and 
September, 1978. Part of what 
appears in these classified 


documents was already known, 
particularly the widow’s bitter¬ 
ness against tbe leaders of ber 
husband's party for refusing 
tu negotiate with tbe terrorists.■ 
Tbe impression the excerpts 
leave is of a man fearful for 
his safety and, not without 
reason, for the adequacy of the 

S rotection provided for him. 

!is chief bodyguard com¬ 
plained, his widow said, that 
the men assigned to him were 
insufficiently trained 'and, in¬ 
adequately armed. 

The escort car drove habi¬ 
tually too close to the car in 
which Moro rode and on more 
Than one occasion hit it after 
a sudden braking. The terrorists 
made use of this fact. Bv bring¬ 
ing Muto’s car ro a quick halt 
they sent the escort car crash¬ 
ing into its rear, fn rhe ensuing 
confusion, they massacred the 
five guards and made off with 
Moro.

Washington willing to help 
Greek re-entry into Nato

The United States Govern¬ 
ment is seriously disturbed by 
the delay in re-integrating the 
Greek armed forces in Nato, 
and is willing to take a more 
active political role in order to 
speed up the process. . . 

Washington was prompted to 
react against che wait-and-see 
attitude adopted by Nato be¬ 
cause of the possibility of de¬ 
velopments in the Balkans in 
view of President Tito's. illness 
and the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan. 

This American concern was 
reflected today in an address 
by Mr Robert McCloskey, the 
United States Ambassador to 
Greece, delivered to an Ameri¬ 
can business club here, in which 
he called for “ the earliest pos¬ 
sible ” military re-Integration of 
Greece in Nato. 

The ambassador implied that 
this was a “ common objective” 
for rhe United States and 
Creek Governments. He said: 
“We arc both committed to a 
strong and united West in 
which Greece will be a full 
partner in Natn. 

“ Discussions are continuing 
within the alliance on the re¬ 
integration of Greece in Nato's 
integrated military structure. It 
is important for us all to bring 
about the return of Greek 


forces at the earliest possible 
time.” 

Greece's return to Nato bas 
been blocked by Turkey's re¬ 
fusal to accept a return to the 
pre-1974 jurisdictional arrange¬ 
ments of the alliance in the 
Aegean. Sea, especially on air 
defence. Turkey now 'demands 
a share of Nato command and 
control in that area. 

General Bernard Rogers, the 
Nato Supreme. Commander in I 
Europe, is trying to work out 
a formula to satisfy Greek 
apprehensions that Turkey has 1 
territorial designs on Greece, | 
and Turkish fears of a pre¬ 
emptive Greek air strike across 
the Aegean. But this initiative 
bas been moving too sluggishly. 

Mr McCloskey suggested to¬ 
day that the United States 
might be .willing to help in 
allaying misgivings. He said: 

“ We share (with the Greek 
Government) the goal of a 
peaceful settlement of differ¬ 
ences between Greece and 
Turkey in tbe Aegean.” 

. The Ambassador, after under¬ 
lining that the relationship of 
tbe United States with Greece 
and Turkey “is a cornerstone 
of our (European) defence 
cooperation ”, said Washington 
was willing to “ work strenu¬ 
ously in helping resolve the 
issues” whenever the parties 
themselves felt that American 
participation could help.

Death in labour camp of Adventists’ leader

Moscow, Jan 31 . 

Vladimir Shelkov. the 84-year- 
old dissident leader of the 
Soviet Seventh Day Adventist 
Church sentenced last year to 
five years hard labour, died four 
days ago in a labour camp in the 
Soviet Far East. 

An. account of his death 
reaching Moscow today said he 
had been “martyred by state 
atheism for his witness to Jesus 
Christ.” The details and causes 
of his death in a camp near 
Yakutsk, where temperatures 
at this time of year fall to minus 
30'C, arc not known . 

Shelkov’s wife, living with her 


son more than 2,000 miles away 
in Samarkand, received a tele¬ 
gram on January 28 from the 
head of tbe camp saying her 
husband had died and asking 
whether she was coming to the 
funeral. Because of her distress 
she was unable to make the 
journey, but her children wenr. 

Leader of the unrecognized 
Seventh Day Adventists since 
1949,. Shelkov spent 25 years of 
his life in prisons and labour 
camps. An underground pamph¬ 
let announcing his death said 
that in spite of this nothing 
could touch his spirit or faith 
in religious teaching. 

Shelkov was sentenced last 


March in Tashkent with four 
fellow Adventists for anti- 
Soviet slander and infringing 
citizens’ rights under the guise 
of religious activities. 

After the case was publicized 
abroad Izoestia published a 
lengthy attack on him, accusing 
him of exploiting believers to 
enrich himself. It said money 
was the only Idol he served, and 
more . than 5,500 roubles 
(£4,000) were found in his house 
when he was arrested. 

Igvestia said he had collabor¬ 
ated with the Nazis during tbe 
war, and accused him of pub¬ 
lishing material slandering the 
state on illegal printing presses 


and giving help to “West 
centres of psychological ^ 
far’ ”—a term used to den 
Western radio stations bre 
casting in Russian to the Sc 
Union.

Mr Sol Linowitz is latest in line 
of Middle East troubleshooters 

The optimistic man 
in Egypt-Israel talks

In the midst of the prevailing 
gloom over the prospects for the 
deadlocked Egyptian- - Israeli 

negotiations on Palestinian auto¬ 
nomy, tile one central figure ■ 
still exuding public optimism 
about the outcome is Mr Sol 
Linowitz, the latest in a line of 
American diplomatic trouble 
shooters despatched to the 
Middle East. 

Now on his second'visit to the 
region since, being appointed 
last December,'Mr-Linowitz has- 
quickly established a business¬ 
like, unflappable negotiating 
style that is- as much appreci¬ 
ated by rhe participants as it is 
unpopular with the travelling 
entourage of Americaa journa¬ 
lists hungry for drama. 

Every inch the urbane and 
successful New York lawyer, Mr 
Linowitz has deliberately 
adopted the low-key approach 
to the Middle East problem 
previously associated with Mr 
Cyrus Vance, the American 
Secretary of State. In public he 
says little that is exceptional, 
but in the private working 
sessions, he shows evidence of 
considerable backroom work 
and much patience. 

"Sol is a lawyer to his 
fingertips and that shows in his 
whole approach to the Middle 
East”, explained one senior 
American diplomat. “ Unlike 
Henry (Kissinger? he makes no 
L'fefort to play on the emotions 
or fears of the two sides. 
Instead, he takes the broad 
issues and works meticulousiy 
to break them down into smaller 
parts on which he might get 
agreement.” 

Now aged 67, Mr Linowitz 
first showed his skills when he 
helped ro build up the massive 
Xerox Corporation in the 195U&. 
later becoming chairman of the 
board. His main diplomatic 
triumph was to secure the suc¬ 
cessful negotiation of the 
Panama Canal treaty after 14 
years of Frustration and stale¬ 
mate. 

Long associated with the 
liberal wing of the Democratic 
Party, it was his role as co- 
negoriator at the canal talks 
which brought him into the 


public eye. Before that he had 
served as representative on the 
Organization of American States 
and was an acknowledged 
expert on Latin American 
affairs. 

Last year when the colourful 
Mr Robert Strauss was picked 
to manage President Carter’s 
election campaign Mr Linowitz 
agreed to succeed him. His 
appointment coincided with the 
public emergence of the wide 
differences between Egypt and 
Israel over Palestinian auto¬ 
nomy, an issue central to the 
success of the Camp David 
agreements- 

Mr Linowitz quickly made a 
favourable impression and over¬ 
came doubts that his being a 
Jew would ca-use problems in 
Cairo. "We liked his appetite 
for hard work and his refusal 
to act the showman ” said one 
Egyptian observer today. “But 
there are some in our delega¬ 
tion who think his approach 
may be a little amateurish for 
this part of. the world. -After 
all, the Palestinians are rather 
different from a canal." 

Already this week, Mr 
Linowitz's hand has -been seen, 
in the decision to concentrate 
on private meetings between 
the heads of the Egyptian and 
Israeli delegations meeering in 
a Tel Aviv suburb. His stubborn 
optimism remains unexplained, 
but it is seen by American 
officials as a negotiating ploy 
rather than e sign of diplomatic 
naivety. - 

Although less than four 
months are left to the May 26 
target date set for agreement 
on autonomy, the American 
envoy is expected to stick to 
his “inch by inch” approach 
and, if necessary, extend the 
talks beyond rhe deadline. 

As a strong political ally of 
President Carter, his present 
task appears to be to try and 
prevent any signs of crisis in 
the delicate Middle East peace 
process. 

For this reason, senior 
American officials have been 
told to scotch local suggestions 
riiar any new Camp David-scyle 
summit to break the autonomy 
deadlock is imminent, or even 
under consideration. 


Amnesty brands Singapore 
for torture of detainees

1 the regime of Mr Lee Kuan 
deaiy ew political torture and long- 
term detention without trial 
have been used to ensure that 
there are no surprises on the 
■ political front. 

F Ironically, the arch anti-corn- 
munist government of Sourh- 
East Asia can beat most Soviet 
— block nations at their own game 
when it comes to imprisoning 
opponents without trial. Singa¬ 
pore's three-star detainees have 
been in jail for the past 17 

H years without trial, according to 
a report on human rights in 
rhe island republic just pub- 
7 r lished by Amnesty Inter- 
national. 

' In an appeal ro the Sinaapore 
Government, Amnesty called on 
’• it to cease detaining people 
without charge or trial and tu 
• stop torture in its detention 
centres. It also called for the 
release of three leading poli¬ 
tical prisoners held since 1963, 
Mr Ho Piao, Mr Lce Tse Tong 
and Dr Poh Soo Kai, and the 
release from exile on an off¬ 
shore island of Dr Lim Hock 
Siew. All were i members of the 
opposition Socialist Front. 

The report >avs that the Gov¬ 
ernment has used _ its extra¬ 
ordinary powers oi arbitrary 


arrest and detention to detain 
students, workers, doctors, 
trade unionists, lawyers and 
journalists. 

Detainees have been held for 
30 days in the initial stage, din¬ 
ing which they are not allowed 
access to lawyers or, in most 
of the cases, to inform their 
families of where they are 
being held. 

They are usually kepr in soli¬ 
tary confinement with periods 
of interrogation which may last 
up to 72 hours, by reams of 
Special Branch men. Beatings, 
constant dousing with cold, 
water in air-conditioncd rooms, 
and electric shocks have all 
been reported by detainees. 

Political detainees who want 
to attain their freedom are 
made to sign “confessions” 
before they are released. 

The report, prepared after a 
mission to the island which offi¬ 
cials. refused to meer. also 
accuses (he Government of fail¬ 
ing ro provide adequate health 
care for detainees. 

It cites the case of Mr Chan 
Hock Hua who died on March 
26, 1978, after being in deten¬ 
tion since February. 1971. Doc¬ 
tors at the prison hospital 
where he had been held said 
that his death was caused by 
cancer of the liver. The family 
maintain that his death was 
caused by laceration of the liver 
after beatings in jail.

Dissidents dumped after night raids

Czechoslovak police are devel¬ 
oping a habit of picking up 
people for interrogation and 
then leaving them in remote 
spots in the middle of the 
night. 

Two of the latest victims were 
Mr Rudolf Battek. leader of a 
group calling itself Independent 
Socialists, and Mr Ivan Kyncl, 
a young photographer who, like 
Mr Battek, is a signatory of the 
human rights document Charter 
77. 

Both were picked up on the 
evening of January 25 when 
police broke up a performance 


of the underground “ Living 
Room Theatre” in the Prague 
home oF Vlasta Chramostova, a 
well-known actress banned From 
the public stage for political 
reasons. 

After interrogation Mr Battek 
and Mr Kyncl were ifaiven sep¬ 
arately to different points in 
north-eastern Bohemia about 50 ' 
miles from Prague. Mr Battek, 
who is in his mid-fifties, was 
left in light clothing on a freez¬ 
ing night 

In protest he walked the 
whole way back to Prague,- 
a (riving four days later suffer¬ 
ing from exposure. 


Mr Kyncl is the son of a 
former ratdio and. television 
journalist jailed for 20 months 
in the early 1970s. He has wit- 
ten to The Times saying that 
he is, under severe harassment 
and as being threatened' with 
expulsion from Czechoslovakia.

Though Lieutenant-General 
Prem Chand will be welcome 
when he arrives in Windhoek 
next week, there are certain 
aspects of his appointment as 
United Nations commander 
which give rise to suspicion. 
Dr Gerrit Viljoen, the Admin¬ 
istrator-General of South-West 
Africa, said in a broadcast last 
night. 

General Chand, from India, 
is due to leave New York 
tomorrow and is expected to 
-visit Angola and Zambia before 
proceeding to South-West 
Africa (Namibia) at the head 
of a team of 10. 

Dr Viljoen said that at the 
end of last year there were 
two “ serious restraints "’ on 
the renewed momentum in 
international negotiations over 
the territory. 

One was die appointment of 
General Chand as head of the 
United Nations technical assis¬ 
tance group forces to be sent 
to South-West Africa, tits 
-other was the renewed decision 
by the United Nations General 
Assembly to recognize Swapo 
f South-West Africa People's 
Organization) as the sole and 
authentic representative of the 
territory’s people. 

These two “ restraints" 
meant that South Africa would 
Tiave to be careful and approach 


future negotiations with some 
suspicion. General Chand’s 
predecessor. General Hannes 
Philippi, of Austria, was “ a 
mutually acceptable man'’. A 
neutral'and objective person in 
whom South Africans had trust. 

“General Chand is a total 
stranger in our negotiating pro¬ 
cess, and will, therefore, have 
to establish his credibility and 
trustworthiness." 

Dr Vilioen also disclosed that 
the Namibia National Assembly, 
which is dominated by the 
multiracial Democratic Turn- 
halle Alliance, has taken con¬ 
trol of the total budget for 
the territory. 

The next important step 
would be the transfer of execu¬ 
tive powers to a council of 
ministers, which could be com¬ 
pleted by the middle of the 
year. The Administratnr- 
General would then exercise 
his powers with the direction 
from the council. 

Dr Viljoen added that the 
Assembly's next session would 
deal with proposed legislation 
to establish an indigenous 
public service. Certain Western 
powers had questioned whether 
the internal political develop¬ 
ments were correct. in the light 
of negotiations for international 
settlement. “ My standpoint is 
that we cannot delay internal 
constitutional development with 
an eye on the international un¬ 
certainty.” 


He emphasized that these 
moves would stop the moment 
an international settlement was 
ready for implementation. 
Though a unilateral declaration 
of independence could not be 
considered, internal self-govern¬ 
ment could be “ taken to the 
maximum pninr without de¬ 
manding independence ”. 

Dr Viljoen’s forthright com¬ 
ments, which can be taken to 
have the full support of the 
South African Government, are 
another danger sign on the 
rocky road to Namibian inde¬ 
pendence. 

They reflect fears that the re¬ 
placement of General Philippi, 
who had spent many hours in 
detailed consultation with the 
South African Army comman¬ 
der in South-West Africa. 
General Geldenhuys, may be 
the result of pressure by the 
Third World majority in the 
United Nations General Assem¬ 
bly, led by the African front¬ 
line states. 

The South Africans are deter¬ 
mined not to yield to demands 
by Swapo that its guerrillas be 
given bases inside Namibia be¬ 
fore an election, which has been 
one of the causes of the nego¬ 
tiating deadlock. General Chand 
is expected to discuss the feasi¬ 
bility of the Western plan for 
a demilitarized zone on both 
sides of the Namibia-Angola 
border. 


Blacks say 
white liberals 
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A country where the communities have usurped role of the state 
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Threat to 
Kampuchea

Fighting now going on in 
western Kampuchea only five 
miles from the Thai border 
probably will stop 200 inter¬ 
national celebrities from march¬ 
ing across the border with food 
and medicine for Kampuchean 
civilians, Thai military officers 
said today. 

One officer suggested that 
the outbreak of fighting 
between Vietnamese troops and 
Khmer Rouge soldiers resulted 
from Vietnam's desire to seal 
the border before the marchers 
arrive there next Wednesday. 

Among those planning to take 
nart are Mr Alexander Ginz¬ 
burg. the Soviet dissident. Mrs 
Coretta King, widow of Dr 
?!artm Luther King, Mr Win- 
von Churchill. Conservative 
MP for Stretford- Miss Liv 
Ul!man, the Swedish actress 
and Miss .Toan Baez, the Ameri¬ 
can singer. 

They plan to take 20 lorries 
of relief supplies and a team 
of doctors across the border. 
Jf they are denied entry they 
will give the food and medi¬ 
cine to Kampucheans and needy 
Thai villagers on the border. 

Both Vietnam and the Heng 
Samrin Administration in Kam¬ 
puchea have said the marchers 
will not be allowed across the 
frontier. International relief 
workers say the march could 
interrupt their deliveries of 
food across the border to Kam¬ 
puchean civilians. 

Two killed: Two Kampuchean 
soldiers were killed in a clash 
with Thai border patrol forces 
near the eastern Thai frontier 
village of Non Makmoon yester¬ 
day, military sources said. 
They said the two men opened 
fire on the Thai troops but 
there, were no Thai casualties. 

'Non Makmoon is opposite a 
huge western Kampuchean en¬ 
campment of about 100,000 
people under the control of the 
non-communist Khmer Serei 
(free khraer) guerrillas. 

It is not known whether the 
dead soldiers were Khmer Serei 
or loyal to the ousted Khmer 
Rouge regime. Guerrillas of 
both groups are fighting against 
Vietnamese-led government 
forces in western Kampuchea. 

In another incident on the 
border yesterday, 10 artillery 
shells fired from Kampuchea 
fell on Thai territory in an area 
about 10 miles north of Non 
Makmoon, the sources said. 
There were no casualties. 

■ The shells were fired from 
the Phnom Chat area, scene of 
fighting between Vietnamese- 
led troops and Khmer Rouge 
guerrillas yesterday. 

A Supreme Command 
spokesman was quoted in the 
Bangkok World newspaper yes¬ 
terday as saying Vietnamese- 
led fbrees bad seized a Khmer 
'Rouge base during the fighting. 

Thai army officials along the 
border told" Reuter the fighting 
■was continuing today. They des¬ 
cribed the Vietnamese-led 
attack as heavy, but gave no 
other details.—Reuter. 


Hint of Afrikaner backlash 
inhibits Botha reforms

Capa Town, Jan 31 

The South African Parliament 
opens tomorrow for its 1930 
session amid signs that the 
reformist Botha administration 
is running into an anti-reform 
backlash among some Afrikaner 
nationalists that could reduce 
the pace of change in the coun¬ 
try. 

Tomorrow's address to Parlia¬ 
ment by the State President, is 
unlikely to contain plans for 
far-reaching legislative change 
in any of the cornerstone sta¬ 
tutes of the apartheid system. 

Reform of the apartheid 
structure will proceed for the 
most part by way of adminis¬ 
trative permit and exemption, 
so that change can be kept 
under tight control and even 
halted if the backlash in parti¬ 
cular areas becomes too fierce 
for the Government's political 
comfort. 

This system is operating, for 
example, in the restaurant 
trade, where proprietors are 
being told to apply for exemp¬ 
tion from the provisions of the 
Group Areas Act. if they wish 
to serve all races. 

It is unlikely thar reform will 
go much further this session 
than steps on these lines—and 
also measures to improve the 
quality of life in the black town¬ 
ships, to improve education and 
job opportunities for blacks 
and implement cautious trade 
union reforms. 

There are signs that conserva¬ 
tive Nationalists, particularly 
the miners and the farmers, are 
uneasy about the reform pro¬ 


gramme. The National Govern¬ 
ment, with Mr F. W. Botha as 
Prime Minister, is split into 
Cape and Transvaal factions, 
with most Transvaal MPs 
adamant that blacks shall never 
be given political rights in the 
central government. 

The strategy of the Cape- 
based Mr Botha will be to put 
off binding decisions on consti¬ 
tutional change, in the hope 
that improved attitudes will in 
due course make it easier for 
his government to be more 
liberal and, ultimately perhaps, 
introduce same form of political 
representation for urban blacks. 

In the interim, Mr Botha 
appears anxiious to consolidate 
the tribal areas and to persuade 
as many of the tribal groupings 
as possible to accejpt indepen¬ 
dence in these rural mini-states 
—a move which deprives the 
ethnic group of its South Afri¬ 
can citizenship. 

Three of these tribal areas 
have already become' politically 
independent but remain econo¬ 
mically dependent on South 
Africa, but the Zulus, under 
Chief Gatsha Buthelezi, prob¬ 
ably represent the views of 
most blacks in insisting upon 
one South African nation, with 
one citizenship, and full rights 
for blacks. 

At this stage. Mr Botha re¬ 
mains committed to the tradi¬ 
tional framework of “ separate 
development” as'established by 
the late Dr Verwoerd. 

But an unprecedented debate 
is in full swing in nationalist 
academic circles directly chal¬ 
lenging the principles of 
apartheid.

Most literate urban blacks in 
South Africa reject the idea of 
using violence as a means of 
achieving change, according ro 
a report released here. They, 
also regard white South 
Africans as cold and unfriendly 
and do not want to mix with 
them: distrust homeland 

leaders and white "liberals”, 
and hint that tbe potential 
leaders of the blacks are in 
detention or out of the country 
—but without naming them. 

The report is by Professor 
John Simpson, Director of the 
University of Cape Town’s 
Graduate School of Business, on 
research into attitudes of 
literate urban blacks towards 
South Africa's socio-economic 
system. It says that "only very 
few” of those questioned felt 
that violence was tbe only way 
to bring results. Others thought 
the use of violence was futile 
Surprisingly, while seeking 
equality with whites, the 
literate blacks generally 
opposed total integration, say 
ing they did not want to live 
or mix with whites. Professor 
Simpson reported comments 
such as: “We should live like 
them, not with them ”; We 
don’t like them, we are bitter 
about the way they treat us 
Many described English 
speaking whites as particularly 
insincere, while those speaking 
Afrikaans were more overtly 
hostile to blacks. Tbe whites 
were described as essentially 
cold, even to their fellow 
whites; blacks perceived 
lack of friendliness and laugh 


ter 


No black leader enjoys wide 
support, the report suggests, 
though the responses indicate 
a belief that potential leaders 
are in detention or out of the 
country. Support for them, 
however, seems symbolic based 
on the fact that they were sup¬ 
pressed rather than on their 
views. There is a yearning for 
“ a messianic figure ” who 
would lead blacks to freedom, 
the report says. 

Homeland leaders were re¬ 
jected across the board. This 
includes Chief Gatsha Buthelezi, 
the Zulu leader, except for 
some questioned in Durban. 
There was no interest in white 
political parties, but many 
blacks preferred the ruling 
National Party ro the liberal 
Opposition parties because 
“ they are not hypocrites". 
One replied: “ There is nothing 
more lethal than a white liberal. 
They are as lethal as snakes. 
Why should a white man be in- 
interested in the welfare of a 
black man? 

Deep suspicion was expressed 
about promises of change in 
South Africa. Even where proof 
was offered, there was still 
suspicion of the motives of the 
whites. “Blacks see that tbe 
major change which must occur 
so they can progress is in the 
area of education. They want 
education on the level way 
which they believe white edu 
cation to be.” 

There was a demand for an 
end of the system of separate 
black education, which was seen 
as being kept at an artificially 
low level to keep blacks, in an 
inferior position. 


Poles stop work

The Self-Defence Committee 
(Kor) said that die 100 
workers, a small minority of 
yard employees, had threatened 
to strike again tomorrow 
unless Mrs Anna Walentynowicz 
was reinstated. 


Mrs Walentynowicz. a mem¬ 
ber of the self-styled Baltic 
Coast free trades union move¬ 
ment, has been transferred ro 
a job outside the shipyard 
where she has worked for 20 
years, the committee said. 

Management at the yard gave 
a verbal promise to re-eogage 
Mrs Walentynowicz after 
today’s stoppage, but the 
workers demanded a written 
promise before agreeing to 
take no further action, the 
dissident group added. 

Mrs Walentynowicz was one 
of the workers’ delegates who 
met Mr Edward Gierek, tbe 
Communist leader, to express 
grievances after the strikes 
and riots in Gdansk in Decem¬ 
ber, 1970, in which at least SO 
people were, killed.—Reuter. 


Banned Peking paper is 
back after 14 years

Evening News, one of the 
mouthpieces of the anti-Maoist 
opposition banned during tbe 
Cultural Revolution, is to 
reappear on Febuary 15, the 
New Cbina news agency said 
today.

More Swedish 
aid to refugees 
in Rhodesia

The Swedish Government 
decided yesterday to grant a 
further 5m crowns f£550,000 ) 
to the Patriotic Front as aid for 
refugees returning to Southern 
Rhodesia. This comes on top of 
an earlier grant at the begin¬ 
ning of the year of slightly more 
than £lm. There has been some 
concern about bow that money 
was being spent. 

However, the Swedish Gov¬ 
ernment not only insists that the 
aid is purely humanitarian— 
blankets and medical supplies™- 
but has told the Foreign Office 
that this should be the last sum 
allocated specifically to any one 
party during the process of 
repatriation. 

All future Swedish aid to 
Rhodesia will go through the 
United Nations High Commis¬ 
sioner for Refugees. 

Meanwhile, Britain has an¬ 
nounced that it will donate

funds.

How is Lebanon possible? If the puta¬ 
tive state is simply a political post office, 
a bit' of negotiating machinery between 
autonomous, well-armed and organized 
sub-communities, then the wider society 
cannot really function. _If. in defiance of 
an logic, ir nevertheless' does function, we 
have a mystery. Lebanon seems unique. 
Or is it ? 

Of course, no doubt it does not work 
as well as once it did and as it could. 
When you compliment the citizens of 
Beirut on the astonishing activity and 
bustle of their city (parking is at least 
as difficult as in London, and your chances 
of meeting your death through careless 
driving must be considerably greater than 
meeting it from a Kalashnikov), they 
always say: “Ah, but you should have 
seen it before the civil war.” 

No doubt the activity then was much 
greater still, the pursuit of profit and 
pleasure more rigorous, and it could then 
flow over into the devastated central areas 
—some luxury, some slummy—which are 
now muted and partly abandoned. 

But the astonishing thing is that despite 
all the risible and conspicuous marks of 
recent and latenr violence, the destroyed 
or pockmarked buildings, rhe plethora of 
conspicuous firepower, of strong points 
and checkpoints, the splitting of the town 
into the Other Side and This Side life 
does carry on: not perhaps quite “as 
usual” but only because the local stan¬ 
dards of normal, usual activity are so high. 

But how does tbe system work? One 
is given various estimates of the number 
of independent, organized and armed com¬ 
munities, ranging from the familiar big 
groupings—Maronires, Greek Orthodox, 
Sunni, Shia, Druze, Palestinians, Syrians— 
to a figure as high as 36. 

No doubt it depends, as ever, on how 
you count, on whether factions are listed 
separately, whether territorially discon¬ 
tinuous pockets of the same community- 
are listed together, on whether patronage 
fiefs are counted singly or in alliances. 
The obvious fact is that everyone is in 
communication with everyone else. Almost 
symbolically, the light and telephone func¬ 
tion well, drainage and garbage collection 
much less so. 

Car stealing is said to be rampant, but 
you are liable to be rung up and invited 
to recover your car on payment of a 
reasonable ransom. This would only seem 
to be a revival of traditional "sheep- 
rustling, which often worked on the same 
principle, both sides agreeing on a 
reasonable compromise which compen¬ 
sated the raiders for the risk thev had 
taken and allowed the owners to continue 
in business. The 30,000-strong Syrian 
Army, the Arab Army of Deterrence, is 
said. to be involved in this activity, and 
postings to Lebanon are consequently 
much coveted. 

The disturbing thing about tihese con¬ 
temporary Middle Eastern-.forces and the 
proliferation of heavily armed check¬ 
points is that the sentries are allowed 
to smoke on duty and most- do so. One 
feels that if trouble started, what with 
one hand stubbing out the fag, the other 
would not guide the weapon with any 
accuracy. 


that my hotel, though not very far geo¬ 
graphically from the devastated battle¬ 
field around tbe Holiday Inn, not only is, 
but also was, perfectly safe. Palestinian- 
owned and well protected; no submachine 
guns are allowed into the lobby, which .is 
the local equivalent of insisting on ties 
in the dining room. 

And indeed, during the entire week 
there, only one night’s sleep was disturbed 
by firing'in the area, so one can bardly 
complain. What is true is that during the 
week, eight dockers were shot—not fatally 
—in the port. Apparently, tbe snipers 
responsible did not intend to kill; the 
faction^ not in control of the port was 
exercising pressure on the faction in 
control of it, by dissuading the dockers' 
from going to work, and evidently their 
marksmanship was good enough ro achieve 
this end without any unnecessary fatality. 
A local form of industrial action or 
legitimate intimidation, as you might say. 
Inrercomraunal violence may be rhe pur¬ 
suit of business by other means, or 
perhaps the other way round. Whichever 
way it is, it is the persistence and vitality 
of the other activities which impresses 
one. 


Men who run their business well— 
be that business in the literal sense or, 
say, an academic Institution—do it by 
keeping their lines open to as many sides 
as possible. Tt is the very devil, one of 
them observed to me, to deal with trouble 
in some district where there are too many 
armed and bickering factions. If there 
are n of them, you have to make at least 
n phone calls to sort it out. 

If, on the other hand, your problem 
is located in some district which is well 
and truly the fief of one group or patron 
only, you can come to terms and clear 
up the matter quickly, by ringing up the 
one right number, if you know what it is.- 
. At a micro-level, the desirability of 
single and unambiguous sovereignty is 
recognized. For instance, I was assured 


The word “ feudalism ” is often on the 
lips of those who speak about Lebanon, 
but if feudalism it be, it is a strange 
variety of it: one which blends remark¬ 
ably with bath laissex tdire and with com- 
munalisin, to produce this implausible, 
hardly credible but remarkably vigorous 
mix. 

In this respect at any rate, tbe Leba¬ 
nese state should please our neo-liberals. 
It does not have the power to indulge in 
creeping socialism and absorb an ever 
larger proportion of the national -income. 
Whether the possibly multiple taxation or 
contributions which people;beve to pay to 
communal, local or factional .organizations 
Collectively add up to", more than the 
burden imposed by a weU-oeatralized 
modern state would be interesting to know. 

I had the opportunity, of witnessing a 
public debate between two prominent 
Lebanese personalities about the way 
forward. One preached efficiency, com-' 
petition, meritocracy, rugged individual-, 
isra, what you might- call bringing the 
Middle West to the Middle East. The 
other, sociologically .mpre perceptive, I 
felt, argued that “ feudalism ”, the pre¬ 
sence of identifiable .’communities with, 
recognized leaders with"-whom one could 
negotiate, was better' than nothing and 
much better than available alternatives. 

In most other societies, anarchy and 
civil war would in fact generate a Bona- 
oartist reaction. Here, even with the 
balance tragically toppled, the habitual 
and generally skillful pluralism still seems 
worth banging on to and perhaps viable 
and.less, frightening than .the alternative. 

'Other - Arab' states often work on a 
model in which the state apparatus is in 
the hands of a special sub-community, 
recruited by a mixture of kin, territorial . 
and patronage principles, such as the 
Alawires in Syria, and the Sahelians in 
Tunisia. The Lebanese still get by, just, 
with tbe balanced opposition of a number 
of such networks, each with one finger on 
the tiller of the ship of state, when there 
is one. 

Wirhin this system, some places or in¬ 
stitutions attain the status of intertribal 
sanctuary, as of old. _ 

The American University of Beirut con¬ 
tinues, and continued, to function, a serious 
university with a very high level and an 
intellectual life which could well be 
envied by many institutions located in 
more peaceable surroundings. 

A doctor told me that private hospitals 
accept casualties without question and that 
the state pays the costs if “hey die without 
making plain their allegiance. The impli¬ 
cation seemed to be that if their allegiance 
is clarified, their communal organizations 
cover the cost. 

In historical perspective. Lebanon seems 
an eccentric, deviant development of 


Ottoman society. Once.the strong Turkish 
state maintained order and .allowed reli¬ 
gious -communities to administer them¬ 
selves internally. Its very strength encou¬ 
raged the development of such internal 
autonomy, which saved a lot of rrouble 
both for the ruler and for the ruled. In 
oudytng regions such as Mount Lebanon, 
where the central state did not bother to 
interfere, communal ism and something 
Like feudalism became intertwined. 

With modernity and the coming of 
nationalism, both" the central state and 
tile autonomous communities became more 
demanding. The state wanted ail its full 
prerogatives and the communities wanted 
their own state, and looked around for a 
suitable territorial base. These two 
demands were fused in tbe modern - 
national state. Tbe state became identified 
with one culture. 

This was bard luck on those cultures or 
communities, which did not possess or . 
control a compact territory or failed to 
acquire one, but the result in most of the 
succession states of the Turkish empire 
was the emergence of a new state, no 
longer overarching and superimposed on 
all the communities, hut identified with 
one of them, and expelling nr assimilating 
the others, or reducing them in the con- . 
dinon of more or less irredentist 
minorities. 

That was the general trend; perhaps it . 
was an avoidable disaster or. on the con¬ 
trary, it was something inevitable and 
inherent in the modern requirements of 
occupational mobility (whidh simply does 
not allow economic or political specializa¬ 
tion to be vested in autonomous com¬ 
munities), and in its concomitant, univer¬ 
sal lireracy, and the consequent fusion of v 

• stare and culture. : - , ’ 

• Be that as it may. -In fact, most of the •* 
societies in this part of the world moved 
in such a direction, for better or for 
worse. Not so Lebanon. It moved Mn : 
exactfor.the opposite direction. Elsewhere,' 
rhe state usurped the communities’ role, h 
.and oaa community became the state.: 

Here, the overarching state gradually dis- 
solvedyrhaving for- a long time been a 
kind of composite monster made up of 
the representatives of rhe communities— 
and the communities have usurped the 
role - of the state, instead of the other way 
round. 


■ The trouble with svstems based on the 
-balance of power is of course-tfiat balances 
are liable to be unstable. It is questionable 
whether this system could have remained 
stable even if rhe Palestinians’ tragedy 
had not introduced an element which, at 
least on the surface is more intransigent, 
radical, less inclined to thar mixture of 
compromise, patronage and violence which 
was the old local formula. 

This may be an illusion. A moderate 
view which one hears from some Lebanese 
is that ir is no use thinking in terms of a 
radical solution, and that at least some nf 
the Palestinians are there to stay and are 
to be treated as one further element in the 
jigsaw. 

Two extreme solutions for the anomaly 
of Lebanese pluralism are unthinkable but, 
it is said, none the less pondered by some. 
The Maronite Christians, possessing a 
solid base in the hills and in adjoining 
East Beirut, and now controlling their own 
port to the north of rhe city, could secede. 

Alternatively, they could be swamped 
and submerge. It is hard to imagine the 
other Arabs either tolerating the establish¬ 
ment of a second Israel, or on the other 
hand allowing the obliteration of the 
Maronites. 

Perhaps the economic interdependence, 
the hope of a beckoning economic revival, 
also restrains those who would otherwise 
be tempted by either of the extreme so-Iu- 
uons—though wh ® tI,er such an inhibition 
is soli effective if fighting restarts and 
increases, is another question.

Victory in fight to save the krill 


The conservationists' fight to 
protect krill, one of the most 
important natural resources of 
Antarctica, may have been won 
even before battle was joined, 
according to a report on The 
Management of the Southern 
Oceans by the . International 
Institute for Environment and 
Development. 


The report, produced by tbe 
institute under contract to the 
International Union for Con¬ 
servation of Nature and the 
World Wildlife Fund, and due 
to be issued later this month, 
examines the probable develop¬ 
ment of krill fishery as an in¬ 
dustry and concludes that such 
an industry is unlikely to be 
sufficiently profitable to pose 
any serious threat ^to the- 
ecology of the region. .... 

Krill, the subject 'of highly 
technical and largely, .secret 
negotiations among the 13 
Antarctic treaty powers during 
the past few years, is a small 
shrimp-like crustacean two to 
rhree inches long. Its scientific 
name is Euphausia superha, 

and it is probably rhe most im¬ 
portant- single link in the 
Antarctic food chain, number¬ 
ing among its direct predators 
seals, fish, squid, baleen whales, 
penguins and other seabirds. 

Possibly because of its im¬ 
portance to whales, krill has 


become something of a symbol, 
evoking the same protective 
response from conservationists 
as the more obviously cuddly 
panda, or for that matter the 
whales themselves. The secrecy 
of the treaty powers' delibera¬ 
tions cannot have' helped gen¬ 
erate reasoned discussion of 
rhe issue, though, inevitably, 
strategic . leaks from the 
Americans have restored-some 
balance. 

Krill’s main attractions for 
man are as an expensive deli- 
cacy-^the Japanese are partial 
to krill tails and the Chileans 
to shrimp-flavoured “ krill fin- 
S* rs "—and as a high protein 
fish meal for livestock or as a 
food additive for human con¬ 
sumption in some developing 
countries; . ■ ■ ■ ; . " 

Estimates of "the volume of 
krill in and around Antarctic 
waters vary greatly but are 
always-enormous ; the disagree¬ 
ments arise, even among con¬ 
servationists, from attempts to 
calculate an annual krill harvest 
that would be “ safe ”, that is, 
would have little or no effect 
on the populations of higher 
predators in- the food chain. 

According to the report, 
which was intended as s con¬ 
sultative document-for the- use 
of the treaty powers, “many 
factors will determine the suc¬ 
cess or failure of the krill 


fishery, but... a high, sustain¬ 
able catch rate over the dura¬ 
tion of the fishing season is of 
paramount importance. ...” 

The report concludes : “ Over¬ 
all we suggest that any potential 
operator cootiderihg investing 
in a krill factory would be look¬ 
ing for considerably better re¬ 
turns an his investment titan 
has been indicated for the sys¬ 
tems considered by us. This is 
whe 


particularly so when one con¬ 
siders the risk of operating in 
the Southern Oceans ”, 


The treaty powers, Britain 
among them, are expected to 
meet in Canberra later this 
year to work out a convention 
on Antarctic marine living re¬ 
sources. Among the broad out¬ 
lines of.the convention are pro¬ 
visions for what is Termed an 
“ ecosystem ” approach, as op-' 
posed to more orthodox 
attempts to regulate species in¬ 
dividually without regard to 
their eFFect on each other; and. 
the principle of conservation as 
an imperative. 

, The definition of “ conserva¬ 
tion ” in -the convention will be 1 
sufficiently generous to allow 
for “rational use” of renew-, 
able resources. 

It is the _ contention of the 
institute's scientists in their con¬ 
sultative document that the 
rational use of krill iq this con¬ 


text is most likely to be deter¬ 
mined purely and simply by 
market forces. This line of 
thinking reflects rbe attitude of 
the proposed Anrartic conven¬ 
tion generally, which is* 

roughly, ro strive for agreement 
in advance to rules that may 
never be needed. 

The Antarctic is one of the 
more easily defined ecosystems 
of the world : the Antarctic con* 
vergence. a natural oceanic 
boundary created by tempera¬ 
ture differentials and currents, 
surrounds the continental land 
mass and sets off the Southern 
Oceans as effectively as any 
artificial barrier. 

. The region is therefore ,an 
ideal natural laboratory in which 
to test a political application 
of ecological principles on a 
scale that has not boon attemp¬ 
ted before. 

It has long been a tnusm 
among conservationists that the 
relative success of International 
cooperative efforts in the 
Antarctic has been possible 
only because there was so little 
beyond 60 degrees south that 
anyone. could possibly want. 
Krill, it would' seem, is the 
exception that could prove the 
rule, notwithstanding the mud¬ 
diness of these particular 
waters.

No action to be taken 
over expenses 
paid to competitors

Although effectively accepting 
that payments were aude to cum- 
perirors in rte J97S Highland 
Games at Meadnwhanfc, sponsored 
byGlenlivct. ibe Scottish A auteur 
Athletic Association and the" 
Amateur Athletic Association yes¬ 
terday decided to take, no acii„n 
against athletes concerned ; bat an 
ot-fcaOtter,. Silly Walker, was inde- 
hjdtclsr suspended on his own 
admission that irregular expenses 
were 'given. 

Ewan Murray, the SAAA general 
secretary, said a subcommittee 
found that there was an one*, 
plained payment in the accounts, 
of rhe meeting biit that the full 
association were uruble ta deter¬ 
mine accurately the reason for it. 
Therefore they did not intend to 
any actiun against athletes.. 
David Shaw, the British Amateur 
Athletics Board secretary, Imme¬ 
diately said it was 4 ‘ not a white¬ 
wash by officialdom' ”, He added : 

‘ It can be seen quire clear! v that 
both the AAA and SAAA recog¬ 
nize that money changed hands but 
they cannot prove it—common- 
sense has ruled 

Mr Murray said: “The 
organizer of the meeting, who was 
also a member of ihe general 
committee of the association, has 
stated that the unexplained pay¬ 
ment is accounted for by the pay¬ 
ment of irregular expenses to 
athletes. There is no documentary 
proof of this, but in view <■[ his 
statement, the association has no 
alternative but to suspend him 
from all amateur athletics for an 
indefinite period.” He added that 
there was no appeal. 

Six athletes—.Mian Wells, John 
Kuhson. Chris Black, Frank 
Clement, Graham Williamson and 
Ndt Muir—were interviewed by the 
SAAA, who now, in common'with 
the AAA, admit they they must 
keep closer control over meetings 
at which expenses are paid. How¬ 
ever, the whole matter of payment 
to athletes is gradually coming to 
a head and only this week the 
British board said they were pre¬ 
pared to support the payment of 
cash prizes, although they were 
still against appearance monev. 
Their suggestions will go to the 
JAAF, the international governing 
body, in Moscow in the summer. 

Two other athletics meetings 
held last year are still under 
investigation, those at Crange- 
mouth and Gateshead. In the •'ase 
of Grangemouth, this is proving 
difficult because the organizers 
are refusing to make the accounts 
available to athletics administra¬ 
tors. 

Yesterday. John Dillon, chair¬ 
man of MonJelands District Coun¬ 
cil who ran the meeting, said 
detailed accounts would be with¬ 
held until there was a “ world¬ 
wide Inquiry into shamareurism.” 
Mr Dillon said : “ Why should

whites. Soweto has its dreadful 
slums; only one fifth of the 
houses have electricity; and the 
homes are little bigger than a 
suburban double garage in many 
parts of England ; but the condi¬ 
tions are far superior to those 
in the remoter countrv districts 


and they arc certainly preferable 
iu the squalid shamy towns that 
mushroomed in bygone days. 

Soweto has its splendid Orlando 
football stadium, capable of seal¬ 
ing 40,000 ; it has other football 
pitches whose surfaces arc no 
worse than tbe average park pitch 
id England ; it also has a cycling 
track, swimming pools, tennis 
courts and two golf courses. There 
are not yet enough nf them, but 
they are there and more are 
planned. In Cape Town the Mit- 
cbell’s Plain development, where 
tns.72 than a million Coloured* will 
eventually live, possesses outstand¬ 
ing civic facilities for sportsmen, 
and in Athlone, another Cape 
Town suburb for coloureds, there 
Is now the first cricket club exclu- 
Klvclv owned by them. It was 
Interesting to see some dreadful 
fields where Basil D'Oliveira first 
made his name : to park a car on 
them would be to risk the axle. 
His latter-day successors, though, 
will have no complaints. 

On the other hand, the visitor 
notes that the coloureds moving 
into Mitchell’s Plain have little 
option but to go there. Separate 
development again. Why should 
they have to move 30-40 kilo¬ 
metres outside the city, however 
good the job opportunities and 
facilities provided, simply because 
of their skin pigmentation? There 


is little freedom nf choice for non- 
whites, and the atcrage Afrikaner 
cannot see why this riles the over¬ 
seas onlooker when so much K 
being done for non-u hires. The 
Afrikaners plaintively cite the 
changes that sport has brought : 
the cased restrictions in such mat* 
lets as permits and mixed drink¬ 
ing ; the merged associations : the 
multi-racial acceptance in dressing- 
rooms and clubs. They then go on 
to claim the rest of the world are 
introducing politics into spurt, ia 
their turn, by refusing to accept 
South Africa back. 

The Lions’ decision to tour is 
certainly misguided and wrong. 
Sport has brought about so much 
ebange that there was always a 
hope char the momentum of adju»t- 
raent would be maintained ; the 
Lions’ visit could peg it back. By 
circumstances not of its own mak¬ 
ing, rugby is less integrated than 
most other games. It is primarily 
the Afrikaners’ sport and the 
blacks and Coloureds have their 
own flourishing clubs and associa¬ 
tions and often prefer to stay 
within them. Olympic sports like 
athletics, cycling, fencing and 
boxing are far more integrated 
and so. too. is football, but there 
is no possibility of any of these 
sports returning to the inter¬ 
national fold as long as apartheid 
remains part of the South African 
fabric.

I Strong currents ripple the placid. Jed

Suddenly, the sleepy little old 
town of Jedburgh, first taste of 
Scotland for tourists invading from 
England, has come alive. For years 
tbe light shone on Hau-ick and 
Galashiels, even Melrose. Their 
exploits in rugby were known, not 
only in the Scottish borders, but 
throughout the world. 

Jedburgh’s team, attractively 
named Jed-Forest, were scarcely 
also rans. They woo the Scottish 
unofficial championship once 
before the First World War. They 
produced the (very) occasional 
international player. Now and then 
thev upset the odds by upsetting 
Hawick or Gala or one of the city 
sides with grandiose schemes. 

Those were shooting stars. Tbe 
usual order of the day was medi¬ 
ocre performance on field—again, 
attractively named Riverside Park, 
the river being the Jed. feeding 
the Tweed—and a financial 
struggle off it. 

In association football one thinks 
comparably of Accrington Stanley, 
Gateshead, Leith Athletic. But 
Jed-Forest lived through their 
lean years and, working towards 
their centenary in 19S3, are start¬ 
ing to win the recognition that has 
escaped them for other sides. 


In just two or three weeks 
they have begun to believe in 
themselves. Scotland recognized 
that in Roy La id law they have the 
best scrum half in the country, 
potentially the best for many 
decades. But that is not all. 

Jed, the also-rans, have twice 
played bost at the start of tours 
bv Argentine sides. At the begin¬ 
ning of January Jn under-18 team 
from South America played Jed 
Thistle, the local " nursery ” 
side, on tbe Howdenburn Primary 
School pitch when Jed-Forest’s 
own ground was frozen solid. This 
week Los Tilos. one of Argentina's 
foremost mghy clubs, began an 
eight-match tour of the United 
Kingdom and France by playing 
Jed’s under-21 XV. 

What under-21 XV ? It was a 
moment of history for the duh. 
Never before had they fielded a 
vouth team. ” We shall from now 
on,” Jim Thomson, architect and 
club coach in his spare time. said. 
” There’s a great future for this 
club 

There is indeed. Two boys from 
Jedburgh Grammar School have 
played for Scotland's schoolboy 
team this season ; two in one 
team. 

The senior side will be in 
Ireland this weekend In a pre¬ 


international fixture with a local 
team. More to the point, It is the 
first time in 97 years that Jed 
have crossed any' tracer to fulfil 
a fixture. 

Two personalities typify the new 
spirit of Jed-Forcsr, and perhaps 
tbe whole of Border and Scottish 
rugby. One is John Cairncross. 
He was a hooker, badly, if inno¬ 
cently, injured in a game many 
years ago, crippled, confined to a 
Wheelchair, stibjecc to great pain 
from time to time. Cairncross is 
the club secretary, a duty he share* 
with Bill Maboni It has been said 
that you cannot run a sports club's 
affairs from a wheelchair. 

You can. Cairncross's efforts on 
Jed-Foresr's behalf could not ho 
greater if he was still hooking, 
and much of this latter-day success 
can be laid at *iis door. Two inur¬ 
ing sides from the Argentine do 
not start their tours in Jedburgh 
(pop 4.3001 just by accident—it 
takes a bit of work. 

The other is Roy Laidlaw. He 
will be in char hardest of all posi¬ 
tions for Scotland at Lansdoivnc 
Road tomorrow, scrum half. After 
13 " games " as replacement and 
eight calls to a ‘ B ' international 
cap, a full honour was long over¬ 
due.

Arif marks first 
appearance 
with fine 90

Wayne Larkins will play for 
England for the first time bere 
tomorrow in the third Test natch 
against Australia. He has been 
chosen In place of Randall, on die 
ground where Randall, in 1977 
scored 174 in tbe centenary Test 
match. Lever also comes into the 
England side. In place of Dilley, 
who Is unfit. 

Randall's last 11 Test innings 
have been four, 15. seven, nought 
not out, 15. 57, 11, nought, one, 
nought and 25. Out here this 
winter he has not made many runs 
In other matches cither. As a 
member of the side as a fielder 
he will be greatly missed : but 
there comes a time wben a bats¬ 
man has to stand or fall by the 
number of runs be is malting. 

Larkins is a good fielder, if 
not as good as Randall, and at 26 
be has his best years ahead of 
bim. To be frank. I envy no one 
wbo Is coming into die side with 
two series against West Indies 
ahead- of him. West Indies will 
be in .England this summer , and 
England will be in West Indies 
□ext winter. Thai sort of initiation 
has destroyed some good players 
In recent years, such as Frank 
Hayes, of Lancashire. It is much 
easier to start, for example, 
against India in England or Paki¬ 
stan in Pakistan. If, by this rime 
next year, Larldns has moved for¬ 
ward, then he will, have proved 
himself. 

Whereas Lever In place or 
Dilley sboutd not weaken the 
bowi/ng, Dilley’s batting has done 
England well in their two Test 
matches this winter. Emburey and 
Stevenson, therefore, because they 
both bat better than Lever, were 
considered for the last place. The 
different requirements between 
one-day and five-day cricket are 


reflected in tbe fact that Under¬ 
wood, who plays now, was left 
out of the side for rte two one- 
day finals in which Emburey 
played. 

Lever played here in the cen¬ 
tenary Test, when he took two 
wickets in each Australian innings. 
He, Brearley, Willis and Under¬ 
wood are the England survivors 
from that match : of the Aus¬ 
tralian 12 Greg Chappell, Me- 
Cosker, Marsh and Lillee played 
in it. Boycott, although in Aus¬ 
tralia at rte time, was playing in 
league cricket in Sydney. Ian 
Chappell had “ retired ** from Test 
cricket. Of the rest of the Aus¬ 
tralian side wbo played that great 
Melbourne occasion, Davis, Cosier, 
Hookes, Walters, Gilmour.

The Crosby pro-am golf tourna¬ 
ment starts today oyer the three 
most distinguished courses of the 
Monterey peninsula: Spyglass 
Hill, Cypress Point and Pebble 
Beach. The tournament combines 
the fan of golf with Its serious 
side in a setting of exceptional 
beauty. That is a formula that 
conld hardly fail. 

Jack Nicklaus makes his first 
a ppe ar ance of the season and it 
really looks as' though Johnny 
Miller is going to get off the 
mark at last. Arnold Palmer 
escorts Gerald Ford, who has 
played in so many pro-ams that 
he has earned lrimself a record, 
sheet, similar to that of the pro¬ 
fessionals, all to himself, showing 
him to 'have competed since the 
beginning of the decade in various 
t o urn a ment! as Congressman, 
Vice-President and President. Two 
years ago be was voted the first 
honorary member of the USPGA. 

WitS three different courses in 
ttse and play starting on each 
course at the first and 10 th tees, 
*• field or 336. half of them 
amateurs, has been achieved. Peter 
Oosterthxis qualified with a 72 
over Pebble Beach, a fine score 
hut still on the highest qualifying 
figure. He seems keyed up to 
break his 1980 duck over courses 
which wiR give him ihe kind of 
challenge to which he usually 
responds. His. partner is John 
Archer. 

Tom Watson, already in win¬ 
ning mood, is paired with an old 
friend, Frank Tatum, President of 
the United States Golf Associa¬

pauy; and that Mr Frost should 
be entitled to 95 per cent of the 
annual profits of the partnership 
and the company to 5 per cent. 

The source of all the partner¬ 
ship income was Mr FrosFs activi¬ 
ties in the United States. In 
March, 1969, Leander E n terp ri s e s 
entered into a coovact vdtba com- 
oany situate in Ccrocao (owned 
hy a Bahamian company) which 
acquired the sole and exclusive 
benefit of the exploitation of 
Leander Enterprises assets; and 
after that date moneys earned by 
Mr Frost's activities were chan¬ 
nelled through those two com¬ 
panies (created on the advice or 
Trusr Corporation) : and Mr 
Frost's earnings were paid to those 
companies with a view to avoid¬ 
ing United States tax. 

Mr Frost was assessed to income 
tax under Case II for J969-70 in 
the sum of £30.000 : for 1970-71 
In £29,256 ; and for 1971-72 in 
£115,398. each assessment being 
made on the basis that his United 
States earnings in those years were 
liable to tax under Case IT. 

The Income and Corporation 
Taxes Act. 1970. section 153(1), 
provided: " (1) Where aity trade 
or business is carried on by two 
or more persons in partnership, 


so it was said that there could 
not he in law a partnership ..be¬ 
tween Mr Frost and the company 
which covered their g p imwo fts 
as television entertainers or betog 
authors. Blit the partnership 
agreement was not an agreement 
between tiiem that they should 
entertain on television .or write 
books. 

Clause 1 of ihe agreement prt^ 
vided that they should become

Occupier’s duty of care to firei 


Sibbald or Berm mg ham v Sber 
Brothers (a firm) 

The House of Lords, dismissing 
an appeal hy the widow of a 
Glasgow fireman, one of seven 
who died in a warehouse fire in 
1972. held that tiie occupier of 
premises did not owe to firemen 
who entered the premises to fight 
a fire the same duty of care as 
was owed to workers or other 
persons entering the premises to 
see that they would not suffer 
injury or damage from any danger 
due to the state of the premises. 

The firemen were overcome by 
heat and suffocation when they 
were oo the second floor of the 
warehouse or near the top of the 
stairs leading to the second floor. 
The immediate cause of-the tragedy 
was that the whole first floor ceil¬ 
ing- made of untreated hardboard. 
suddenly and unexpectedly caught 
fire, sending a rush of smoke and 
hot gases up to the stairs to tbe 
second floor. At that date it was 
not generally known that there 
was a serious danger that when 
part nf the surface of untreated 
hardboard bad been preheated, the 
whole surface might suddenly 
ignite witbin a few seconds. 

LORD FRASER OF TULLY- 
BELTON said that the only ques¬ 
tion was whether the occupiers 
owed a duty to tbe deceased fire¬ 
man to adopt and maintain 
adequate fire precautions, and in 
particular a fire screen separating 
the stair from the first floor of the 
warehouse. 

The Occupiers’ Liability (Scot¬ 
land! Act 1960, section 2(11 fixed 
an occupier of premises with a 
O-i i dutv to show towards a person 
entering there “ such care as in 
all the circumstances of the case 
is reasonable ** to see that he 
would not suffer injury or damage 


from any danger due to the state 
of the premises. 

It was necessary to consider the 
circumstances ln which firemen 
entered the occupiers’ premises 
and the respects in which they 
differed from the circumstances 
in which workers Jn. the warehouse 
entered it. The obvious difference 
was that workers entered when tbe 
warehouse was not on fire, and 
if ft occurred while they were 
there, they' sought to escape as 
soon as possible, whereas fire¬ 
men entered it after it had caught 
fire and remained there to con¬ 
trol and extinguish the Ore. It 
was, therefore, very anUkely that 
tbe duty of care owed by the occu¬ 
pier to workers was the same as 
that owed to firemen. 

No doubt a fireman was a 
“ neighbour ” of the occupier in 
the sense of Lord Atkin's famous 
dictum in Donoghue v Stevenson 
(1932 SC (HL) 31, 44) so that the 
occupier owed him some duty of 
care as, for instance, to warn 
firemen of an unexpected danger 
or trap of which he knew or ought 
to know. But assuming Hut a duty 
to that effect rested on an occu¬ 
pier, it had oo relevance to tiie 
present case because the risk of 
a very rapid spread of tiie fire in 
the hardboard ceiling could not 
have been foreseen by the 
occupier. 


so created the very cjfflnnstances 
in which firemen would remain 
there. The occupier could nor 
foresee how a fire would develop., 
how long -the firemen would need 
a means of access and egress, or 
what means they would select. 

Firemen had the right under 
section 30 o€ the Fire Services 
Act, 1947, to break Into a burn¬ 
ing building, if necessary without 
the occupier’s consent. They were 
a skilled and disciplined force 
fully alive to tbe danger of .being 
trapped inside a burning building 
and the need for protecting their 
escape route. in feet, in tbe 
present case, the men were taking 
steps to protect their route and. 
but for the unexpected danger 
arising from the unknown proper¬ 
ties of tbe hardboard, the steps 
would no doubt have been effec¬ 
tive. 

In short, the whole operation 
of fighting a fire, and all decisions 
about the means of approach and 
withdrawal and the tactics to be 
employed, were entirely within 
the discretion of the fire 'service 
officers, and entirely outside the 
occupier's control. It would there¬ 
fore, be quite unreasonable to ex¬ 
pect the occupier to foresee the 
course of events, and in particular 
that a particular means - of egress 
would be used.

Otto Preminger's adaptation of 
The Wuninn Factor is a very 
lucky piece of riming. Since 
Graham Greene's novel 
appeared two years ago— 
indeed within the past three 
moatfts—Civil Service spies 
have become a subject nf 
renewed fascination. The Blunt 
revelations have more titan 
proved Greene's point: the zest 
for cloak-and-dagger of men 
from die best schools, who 
belong to the best clubs, carry 
a neat umbrella and look as 
if butter wouldn't melt under 
their bowler hats. 

Greene's defector, Castle, is 
a good, sad man, lost in that 
dilemma of the conscience 
which stirred E. M. Forster's 
conclusion about the compet¬ 
ing chums of loyalty to country 
and friend, as well as the Con¬ 
rad quotation which provides 
the motto oE Greene’s novel: 
“ I only know that he who 
forms a tie is lost. The germ 
of corruption has eatered into 
his soul ”, Castle trades bis 
worthless little secrets to the 
Russians out of pure, over¬ 
whelming gratitude to an old 
friend who once saved him 
and his black wife from some

deadly ugliness in South Africa. 

Castle, in Greene's book, is 
a victim. The heavies are the 
Top People in the secret 
service, patrician, dedicated, 
conscientious, patriotic. in¬ 
human, as unaffected bv ihc 
liquidation of an embarrassing 
subordinate as hv downing a 
pheasant. Preminger’s film ver¬ 
sion quite faithfully conveys 
these points. Tom Stoppard's 
script, loyal to the letter ot 
the original dialogue and 
descriptions and characters, 
provides a sort of gloss or long 
resume ; and the story is good 
enough in itself to hold its 
otvn In the retelling. 

What you miss in Preminger 
though—and ir is an uncharac¬ 
teristic slackness—is the cir¬ 
cumstantial documentary de¬ 
tail: the real places, streets, 
clubs, restaurants, menus that 
gives Greene's books their 
special attraction and belief. 
Sometimes, indeed, the details 
arc incomprehensibly changed: 
the Ben Nicholson picture of the 
original novel surely seemed 
more at home in the country 
retreat of the service chief 
than the Mondrian which is 
now hung there ? 


It is some consolation that 
Greene characters seem to sit 
so easily upon old English 
character players. Here are 
John Gielgud.’ all too briefly 
seen as the doddery Brigadier 
Tomlinson in disconsolate pur¬ 
suit of some little ioke that has 
gene a >iray; Richard Atten¬ 
borough as Colonel Daiutrv. the 
security man not quite out of 
the same top drawer; Richard 
Vernon as the chief with the 
anxious sparvel look of a 
Harold Macmillan- The part nf 
the gentleman hit-man. Dr 
Percival—Greene's “ little stout 
rosy man ” in tweeds and 
siiver-cimmed spectacles—has 
been built up into something 
rather larger and more eccen¬ 
tric and sinister to suit (rather 
well) Robert MorJev. 

The victims are less colour¬ 
ful. Nicol Williamson captures 
Castle's constitutional reluct¬ 
ance to communicate, the fruit 
of long experience; Derek 
Jacobi is his colleague Davis, 
trie loud and lonely innocent 
suspect. Preminger has no 
success at all in making either 
actress or character out of the 
spectacularly beautiful I man; 
and since rhe pivot of CastJe’s 


tragedy is his relationship with 
his wife, this leaves a rather 
devastating lacuna in the 
middle of the story. 

Sunburn, directed by Richard 
Sarafian, is astoundinglv inept. 
It is meant to be a comedy 
thriller about a private inves¬ 
tigator who comes to Acapulco, 
in company with a lovely model 
posing as his wife, to investi¬ 
gate a case of murder and 
blackmail. 

The comedy part is mostly 
juvenile silliness and unwisely 
left to Charles Gredin, who is 
not at aU a funny fellow. The 
thrills are predictable: marau¬ 
ders in the night, corpses in the 
shower and a car chase that 
tediously goes through all the 
obligatory obstacles (fruit stall, 
flower stall, shop front), hurtles 
the usual motorcyclists into the 
sea and ends up.'rather nastily, 
in a bull ring. The screenplay 
is exceptionally shoddy (you 
never do learn ’the who or why 
of the body in the shower). The 
only real suspense la whether 
Farrah Fawcett-Major’s party 
dress will stay on another 
second, with no visible sup¬ 
ports ; and whether her wonder¬ 
fully developed teeth will 


finally, as it seems thev inevit¬ 
ably must* assert their indepen-' 
dent life and burst out of her 
mouth. 

As so often with dreadful 
films, this one leaves its regrets 
for the waste of talents like the 
old ham Art Carney and briefly 
glimpsed nostalgic presences 
like Eleanor Parker and Jack 
Kruschcn. 

Made by Roger Corman’s New 
World Pictures, the masters of 
ihe exploitation movie, ana 
rather misguidedly feted by last 
year’s Edinburgh Festival, Rock 
’n ' Roll High School illustrates 
the revival of the high school 
film (cf Grease), stirred by the. 
current mood of nostalgia for 

the Fifties. The srory 
characters are still familiar: the 
music (by The Raroones) is loud 
and plentiful and knows its 
market. Attitudes have changed 
somewhat since the first coming 
of the high school exploitation 
picture. .Alan Arkush directs it 
wirh an equivocal, best-ofrboth 
worlds and ton gu e-in-check 

humour; and the grand finale— 
the high-spirited students burn 
down the school—is more 
Seventies than Fifties. 

If you are minded -for more 
serious things and have the 
nerve for ‘‘minimalist cinema’*• 
at a degree so minimal that (for 
my taste) cinema ceases, the 
ICA is presenring a week-long 
retrospective of the films, of 
Jean-Marie Straub and Danielc 
Huiilet. The retrospective 
ranges from Straub's Mflcfcorfco- 
Muff 0963), Not Reconciled 
(1965) and his most accessible 
and perfect work. The Chronicle 
oi Anna Maria Bach (1968) to 
their laLesi collaboration. From 
the Cloud to the Resistance, a 
re-reading of two texts by 
Cosare Pavcse. 

After this, from February ?, 
the ICA is contributing to the 
London festival of Irish arts, 
“ A Sense of Ireland The 
ICA's theme is “ The Outsider’s 
Ireland ", the view of non-Irish 
film-makers from rhe American- 
Irish John Ford to the recent 
The Outsider. The season pro¬ 
vides a valuable chance to sec 
again Marcel Ophuls’s unspar¬ 
ing investigation A Sense of 
Loss, made in 1971-72 and still, 
tragically, hardly dated. 

At the National Film Theatre 
they are showing die insider’s 
view, native films 1 that date 
back to John McDonagh’s 1920 
Willy Reilly and his Colleen 
Baum and include George Mor¬ 
rison’s memorable conjurations 
of modern Irish history through 
newsreel compilation. Mise Eire, 
and Saoirse ? (1959-61).

Rare Rachmaninov 
earns its revival 


BBCSO /

Francesca da Rimini was the 
third and last of Rachmaninovs 
operas, completed in 1905, that 
is after the second piano 
concerto but before the second 
symphony. He was working in 
Moscow as an opera conductor 
at the time, much admired, and 
his abandonment of opera a 
year later stemmed father from 
his dissatisfaction with the pro¬ 
portions • and structure of 
Francesca than from any doubt 
about his merits as conductor. 

A Russian recording of the 
work, a couple of years ago, 
drew attention to the great 
musical virtues of this opera; 
away from the theatre, at least, 
the Prologue in Hell is not too 
long, nor the love scene of 
Paolo and Francesca too short, 
as the composer believed. So a 
concert performance in English 
(David Lloyd-Jones’s cleanly 
intelligible version) was wel¬ 
come on Wednesday, not last 
with Gennadi Rozhdestvensky 
as conducor of his own BBC 
Symphony Orchestra and a 
strong cast. 

The Prologue, showing Dante 
guided, through the Inferno to 
Paolo and Francesca, was 
shaped with uncommon gran¬ 
deur and veiled colouring, 
swirling clouds, souls of the 
dead hurtling through the 
whirlwind. The music is more 
than the frame for a flashback 
(the Epilogue returns to the 
Inferno, and ro Dame’s “Nessun 
maggior dolore"), rather a 
dramatic statement to be ex¬ 
plained in what follows. 


Phelps/York 

Purcell Room

A combination of determina¬ 
tion and efficiency went a long 
way towards carrying Melissa 
Phelps through a testing cello 
redial at the Purcell Room on 
Wednesday. She played roman¬ 
tic music, contemporary music 
and baroque music; she did. 
everything with spirit, but there 
was no doubting that it was the 
first of these that excited her 
the most. 

Yet neither the Schumann 
Fantasiestiicke nor Brahms’s E 
minor sonata went wholly com¬ 
fortably ; indeed she was at 
her best in the more shaded, 
less outspoken expression of 
her encore, Fanr4’s Romance. 
Schumann she played with 
■warmth and freshness, if with¬ 
out quite the ideal cxpansivc- 
xiess of line. She brought good 
musical intelligence to the 
Brahms. The first movement 
was nicely measured and in the 
main contemplative; the excel¬ 
lent accord between ‘ Miss 
Phelps and her pianist John 
York served well in enabling 
them to press forward the 
tempo and tauten the rhythm 
when they needed to heighten 
the rhetoric. There was charm 
and elegance to the central 


Those who knew the music, 
perhaps from that Russian 
record (still in the UK cata¬ 
logue of EMI), could warm to 
Rozhdestvensky's sympathetic 
articulation and accentuation of 
significant phrases, at first by 
orchestra, then by the principal 
voices in the sad old srory. 
Francesa was sung by Linda 
Esther Gray with goideo, rich 
tone (regrettably shrill in high- 
lying music) and ample re¬ 
serves of passion, not to men¬ 
tion breath-contra 1. 

Robert Tear’s Paolo sounded 
less substantia] over the air, 
when he came to the love duet 
(a splendid piece, characterized 
by a lightness which is not, f 
think, to be found elsewhere in 
the composer's music), though 
always rhe would-be-ardent 
suitor, and admirably sensitive 
in his reading from the equiva¬ 
lent of Malory. John Shirley- 
Quirk's splendid baritone made 
much of Malatesta's long and 
fine solo, though bis is not any 
sort of black basso in the 
tradition of Chaliapin, for 
whom his friend Rachmaninov 
assigned rhe role. 

Francesca da Rimini made an 
enjoyable concert cantata, and 
may hare won new converts to 
Rachmaninov's vocal music, 
though even the most loyal 
must admit that the opera is 
considerably indebted to rhe 
composer of another Francseco, 
Tchaikovsky. 

It remains a mystery why the 
first half of the concert was 
given to the bailee-music of Les 
ruses tP Amour by Glazunov. 
There are two pretty waltzes, 
some other pleasantly sensuous 
tunes, some sparkling orchestral 
passages gratifying to the 
players and a majority of non¬ 
descript half-cooked musical 
tripe. This is the least worth¬ 
while of Glazunov's ballets. 


allegretto, and generous but 
happilv coordinated rhythmic 
licence in its trio. In the rough 
and tumble of the final fugue 
it wns occasionally a little 
rough but it never quite 
tumbled; the articulation how¬ 
ever was often indistinct. Miss 
Phelps seems to have a poorly 
defined patch in the lower- 
middle register of her instru¬ 
ment and though there was 
plenty of heart in the eloquent 
music this really needs bigger 
playing. 

The Bach D major sonata 
was carefully done, with a 
number of expressive refine¬ 
ments that Bach could scarcely 
have envisaged on the origina'l 
viol and harpsichord; good 
playing, but not good Bach. A 
rather hectic finale apart, it 
was fluent, with clear, rather 
reedy tone in the tenor register. 
Mr York’s own sonata of 1971, 
not over-adventurous in its 
Bartokian idiom, proved a good 
vehicle for some dynamic and 
dramatic ensemble playing. We 
were also offered a Crumb 
50Pata for sob cello, which 
would have profited from 
sharper articulation in its final 
toccata and more imagination 
in its central variations: bur in 
the faery vein of die opening 
fantasia, - where resounding 
pizzicato chords alternate with 
brief eloquent snatches. Miss 
Phelps played with much feei- 
ing-

Wally and Li! had nailed them¬ 
selves into their South London 
flat with their Alsatian, Ben, 
and defied all attempts by 
family, council and police to 
get them to come out. Wally 
was armed. The block was offi¬ 
cially scheduled for homeless 
Bengalis, and only Wally 
refused to shift: they didn r t 
allow dags in the new flats. 
Feckless brother Davy crawled 
through the dustbin door, 
slowly persuaded Wally to give 
up tne 12-bore and the axe. 
and Ben was allowed out next. 
The door was smashed in; 
Wally tore up his photo 
of Mr Cmirchill and threw ir 
in a Bengali's face, retrieved 
gun and dog, took Ben on to the 
Common and shot him. Across 
the road an elegant young black 
came out of an expensive house 
and polished a white Rolls- 
Royce with loving care. Wally 
shot him, too. 


At this point Michael Hast¬ 
ings’s “ Play for Today ”, which 
had lasted roughly an hour, 
began all over again. Nobody 
had come out well—-dumb Cock¬ 
neys, opportunist councillors, 
wet social workers, arrogant 
Indians—and the piece was at 
times written, acted and 
directed with the tearful senti¬ 
mentality of a Victorian metro¬ 
politan fiction, and yet the 
subject-matter, still more the 
apparent ending, had been un¬ 
comfortably plausible and pro¬ 
voking. But Mr Hastings, who 
had been carrying a whole 
armful of themes, now dropped 
civil disobedience and the wel¬ 
fare state completely in order 
to grasp more firmly tbc nettles 
of racism and brotherly love. 

Three devices transformed 
tiie play. First, despite being 
bloodily felled by what 
appeared to be a direct hit at 
30-odd yards. Ernest (Larring- 
ton Walker) did not die. 
Second, he was not the owner, 
but merely the chauffeur/ 
handyman, of the white Rolls 
and the expensive house, thus 
liberating himself from the cor¬ 
ruptions of properry, and Mr 


Hastings from the more formid¬ 
able dramatic challenge of a 
play about a poor white and a' 
prosperous black. Third, Ernest 
was a natural teacher, the only 
Intelligent character in tiie 
iece. which For its last half- 
our grew more educational in 
tone. 

Wally (Arthur Lovegrove) got 
three years, then bad a stroke 
which left him without speech. 
Ernest visited him regularly in 
prison and hospital, patient and 
curious to know what Wally 
thought he had been shooting 
at. and why, wearing the racist 
cliches down to the • point 
where, forbidden by his 
pathetic family ever to sec 
Ernest again, Wally could 
finally clasp a brown hand. For 
bleeding so copiously at his 
m ast er's gate. Ernest had long 
since lost his job, and ended up 
auditioning as a male stripper 
for Davy’s weekend ben club. 
His cheery Sambo-smile froze 
rite end of Murder Rap in a 
distinctly; ambiguous manner. 
Lots of ideas, in fact, but not 
much of a play. Director : Peter 
Duff ell.

When the Rustaveli Company 
played this work in Edinburgh 
they made a glorious bonfire of 
the stylistic fetishes that have 
been strangling Brecht for the 
last 20 years. No such claim can 
be made for John Caird’s studio 
version (now reaching the 
Warehouse after a small-scale 
RSC tour) but it does mark a 
modest move in the same 
direction. 

No one experiencing the 
author for the first time 
through this show would 

suppose Brecht to have been a 
ruthless technical innovator 

and still less a dogmatic theo¬ 
retical. The overwhelming 

impression is rhat of a spell¬ 
binding story-teller, handling 
the two separate fables that 
make up tha play with a com¬ 
mand of climax and relaxation, 
unadorned narrative and jack- 
in-the-box surprises that allows 
the taie to unfold with the 
ease of a bird in flight. 

There are no explanatory 
captions, and no bardic 
rhetoric. Stephen Oliver's music 
rejects the gritty German in¬ 
heritance in favour of bouncy 
folk tunes backed with bala¬ 
laika and mouth organ.

We are past the fashion for 
Antonin Artaud and the theatre 
of cruelty, but if the actors in 
Agatha Christie’s Akhnaton 
were dangling from the wall is 
chains to shout her quasi-poetic 
lines about Egypt's first mono¬ 
theist ruler they might have 
been able to arouse some in¬ 
terest in his fate. 

We also seem to have escaped 
from that other 1960s fashion 
of "relevance”. Had we not 
they might have been able to 
tie Akhnaton’s failure to ruii 
a peaceable kingdom to more

Auden, is the dirtiest that has 
yet come ray way-: every crack 
stuffed with double meanings. 

Again like the Georgians, the 
Warehouse troupe explodes the 
myth of Brecht's asexuality;

There is something in the 
eagerness of Akhnaton’s gen¬ 
eral, who speaks warmly of the 
chopping off of noses, that 
would not seem Dut of place in 
an Iran where politics threaten 
violent reprisals because diplo¬ 
mats had the temerity to leave 
the country alive. 

Bur there was no chopping off 
of noses under Akhnaton's rule, 
merely a sustained effort to 
write the perfect hymn of praise 
for the sun god, Ra. In order to 
get down to violence,, bis 
general had to join a priestly 
plot against the pharoah, which 
again could be dramatized, and. 
relevant, or cruel, if the Com¬ 
pany of Three had wanted to 
make something interesting of 
their premiere of Miss Christie's 


basket and supervising the 
erection of the rough tripod 
scaffolding fanning Chris 
Dyer’s set. 

To confirm die generally 
light-hearted nature of the 
occasion, both halves of the 
play are dominated by comic 
actors. Azdak, the rogue scribe 
who turns justice upside down 
in the second act, is always a 
great clown role, though I have 
never seen it played down to 
quite the music-hall level 
adopted by AJun Armstrong, 
squatting in long underpants on 
the statute book and demanding 
his bribes in a thick Hull 
accent to the tinkle of a cash 
register. 

The surprise lies more in 
the first act srory of Grusha, 
the servant who takes to the

Traditionally Grusha is a 
great square peasant role. The 
Rustaveli entrusted her to a 
fastidious beauty. At .the Ware¬ 
house she is played by Jane 
Carr, late of Once a Catholic.

the gold boom could be the key to conv< 


The world currency markets seem 
eccentric, and the world gold mar¬ 
ket seems positively mad. People 
wonder whether there is any rat¬ 
ional basis for valuing currencies 
or gold, or whether one has to 
accept the market prices as random 
.fluctuations- In fact world curren¬ 
cies are organized in a dangerously 
unstable system. 

There are however two concepts, 
both derived from Ricardo, which 
-can make sense of these relation¬ 
ships. One is the labour theory of 
value; the other the control of 
..money supply through a require- 
- ment of convertibility. “In alLstates 
therefore the issue of money ought 
to be under some check and con- 
.trnl; and none seems so proper for 
that purpose, as that of subjecting 
the issues of paper money to the 
obligation of paying rheir notes 
either in gold coin or bullion.” 
(David Ricardo. Principles of Poli¬ 
tical Economy. 1817). 

Ricardo’s labour theory of value 
is based on the fact that almost all 
.goods reauire human labour For 
their production ; the wealth of a 
-nation depends, as Adam Smith 
had already observed, on the pro¬ 
ductivity of its labour. The_ purchas¬ 
ing power of a currency is chiefly 
a power to purchase the fruits of 
labour productivity. Currencies will 
therefore have a balanced price 
relative to each other only when 
they purchase approximately the 
same amount of productivity. Work 
will go where productivity is cheap¬ 
est; a cheap productivity country 
must gain in trade at the expense 
nf a dear productivity country, and, 
in a floating svstera, that gain must 
tend to raise the price of the cheap 
currency and depress that of the 
dear currency. There is therefore a 
tendency to eouilibrium in produc¬ 
er vitv purchasing power, but that 
tendency can be, and at present is, 
contradicted by other forces. 

The Dresdner bank has collected 
the most recent statistics for 
national labour costs and produc¬ 
tivity, expressed in terms of hourly 
output value. These show that at 
recent exchange rates money buys 
more productivity in Japan than in 


America, and much more in America 
than in Europe. If one calculates an 
index of productivity purchasing 
power, a dollar will purchase 100 in 
the United States, 121.8 in Japan, 
but only 79.8 in France, 72.S in 
Britain and 72.S in Germany. The 
pound and the DM are correctly 
aligned, by this standard, with each 
other, but are badly out of line 
with the dollar or the yen. They are 
much too expensive. 

One can see how this works For 
Britain. American labour costs $8-89 
.an hour to employ, and British 
labour only costs $5.75. so the ordin¬ 
ary British worker is less well paid 
than the American, aad costs less 
to employ. Unfortunately, American 
productivity is 112.5 per cent higher 
than British ; it is more than double. 
So it takes the British worker two 
hours and seven and a half minutes 
to produce as much as an American 
produces in an hour. . 

To employ a British worker for 
two hours, seven and a half minutes 
1 costs $1222, or 37 per cent more 
than tbe American cost for die same 
productivity. This is the result of 
the pound’s exchange rate being 
well above the productivity purchas¬ 
ing parity level. To bring the cost 
of British productivity down to the 
existing American level would re¬ 
quire a fall in the sterling exchange 
rate to S1.65, and that is on this 
comparison the right rate for British 
trade to compete on equal terms. 

It is very damaging for the dollar, 
which is still the most important 
world currency, to be so much too 
cheap. The European coantrics suf¬ 
fer a real competitive disadvantage. 
In the case of Britain, where we 
have other industrial handicaps, a 
premium of 37 per cent on our prod¬ 
uctivity cost is pushing us towards 
di'industrial Ration. Forgetting 

about our trade union difficulties, 
there is a straight cost advantage in 
employing Americans of a decisive 
kind. 

There are two questions which 
naturally arise. Why is the pound 
so much overvalued Why is the 
dollar so undervalued ? The speci¬ 
fic cause of the overvaluation of the 
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pound is our very high interest 
rates, though a more general cause 
is North Sea oil. High interest rates 
bring money into Britain and push 
up the exchange rate; if we are to 
reduce the overvaluation of sterling 
we shall have to bring interest rates 
down. That can only be done by 
reducing the Government -borrow¬ 
ing requirement, which should now 
be a central aim of the next 
Budget- Because the Government 
have to borrow too much it is only 
possible to control the money 
supply at penal rates of interest. 

The undervaluation of the dollar 
arises from the surplus of non¬ 
convertible dollars held outside the 
United States. The United States 
current account is strong and looks 
like becoming stronger. Cn capital 
account the world wants tn diver¬ 
sify out of dollars, into other cur¬ 
rencies or into gold. This desire to 
diversify has pushed the dollar 
dawn ton far and the gold price up 
too far. 

The problem has been made 
worse by the increase in tbe price 
of oil, which has created a large 
Opec surplus. The Opec countries 
do not want to hold more non- 
convertible dollars. So long as the 


dollar is not convertible it. has no 
future reliability as a store of 
value. The restoration of dollar 
convertibility, at. a fixed rate, into 
an external standard, would make 
the dollar acceptable. 

Gold has had very stable purchas¬ 
ing power over long periods. If one 
takes the purchasing power of.gold 
in Britain as 100 in 1661, the year 
after the Restoration of King 
Charles II, it was 85 in 1700 and it 
was 79 in 1900. In recent years as 
a result of tbe instability of the 
non-convertible currencies, gold 
has at times, as now. gone to a 
very large premium in terms of 
its historic purchasing power, but 
this instability arises out of floating 
currencies trading against gold as 
a commodity; no such degree of 
instability arises when currencies 
are converted into gold as a mone¬ 
tary standard. 

The relative scarcity of gold and 
of labour has nor changed rapidly 
in die twentieth cenrury. "The 
stock oF gold and of population 
have grown together. In tbe 19-iJs, 
and down to 1933, Americans were 
free to buy gold at $20.67 an ounce. 
In January, 1920, average ■ United 
States male weekly earnings in 


manufacturing were S24; in 
Januarv, 1930, S23, or just over. 
So in the 1920s the gold wage was 
just over an ounce a -week, in 
America. It was then around three 
quarters of an ounce in .Britain; 
but the pound was also overvalued 
then. Before the first war the gold 
wage averaged about half an ounce 
in Britain—and if it were half an 
ounce now the gold price would be. 
£200 an ounce or thereabouts; if 
the American gold wage were .still 
an ounce the gold price would now 
be about $300, or a lincle less. 

In 1974 Americans were again 
made free to buy gold. On the first 
day of dealings—January 2nd, 1975 
—the gold price was S185 an ounce. 
In January 1975, the average weekly 
earnings was $181; the gold wage 
bad returned to . an ounce a week. 
Tbe gold wage was at approximately 
that level as recently as last Septem¬ 
ber. Both gold and labour had risen 
in price in terms of most other 
commodities, but they had risen 
together; oil had risen with them. 

In December 1979, American 
weekly earnings were $233, so at the 
current price of gold, the gold wage 
bas fallen to less than half an 
ounce, and has fallen in only four 
months. T certainly do not expect 
that devaluation to be permanent, 
though some premium on gold is 
natural in a time of inflation and 
world crisis. Tbe ratios of gold to 
other commodities, including labour, 
do have a tendency to reassert them¬ 
selves, and the premium on gold 
has now become unrealistically 
large. 

It may on the other hand be a 
useful exaggeration. The problem of 
restoring gold convertibility at fixed 
exchange races—which has now 
become the ideal way to. reduce 
world inflation and mee: the recycl¬ 
ing problem—has historically been 
that the gold price was too low, that 
there were inadequate reserves and 
a painful adjustment would be 
needed. Now the gold price is actu¬ 
ally too high. A full restoration of a 
gold standard would nor require, as 
in the 1820s or 1920s a fall in prices ; 
on the contrary prices would go ou 
rising for some years. 


The problem of-restoring a pro¬ 
per valuation to the dollar is tbe 
problem of restoring confidence in 
the; dollar as a store of value. That 
is what people .require of-a cur¬ 
rency held an capital account. The 
Bretton Woods system made the 
dollar ultimately convertible into, 
gold; it broke, down in the late 
1960s because the gold price was 
held too low, and it became over¬ 
whelmingly attractive to buy gold 
with dollars. . 

.The opposite is now tbe-case. IF 
dollars were convertible into gold 
at a fixed price, near the present 
price, the attraction would be to 
convert gold into"dollars, not vice 
versa. Hoarders would be; able 'to 
get convertibility plus compound 
interest by bolding dollars. Tbe 
exaggerated movement of the gold 
price has restored the two condi¬ 
tions of gold convertibility,- adequate 
world reserves at current prices, and 
a gold price too high to risk an 
uncontrollable run. inrn gold. Con¬ 
vertibility would not unfairly benefit 
the gold producers; it is only when 
gold is not money that it goes to 
an exaggerated price as a con¬ 
sequence of non-convertible curren¬ 
cies becoming unacceptable as a 
store of value. 

The mechanism for restoring 
convertibility should indeed be 
extended to other currencies. An 
agreement on fixed rate conver¬ 
tibility—subject to Bretton Woods 
margins—between the European 
currencies, the .dollar and the yen, 
with further convertibility into gold, 
would have a number of notable 
advantages..It would end the passage 
by infection of world inflation from 
one country to another. It would 
lower interest.rates. It would permit 
a major fixed rate revaluation of the 
dollar and the yen relative to the 
European currencies. It would help 
towards price stabilization and 
would greatly reduce the risk of 
disindustrialization ia Britain. What 
is more, there is no otber way in 
which these ' highly important 
objectives can be achieved. 

A system of floating rates, tied 
to- nothing, is very damaging and 


terrifyingly unstable. It is-bad for 
trade as an earthquake, is bad for 
skating. At present, it has given 
Britain a 37 per cent overvaluation 
of'the currency^ a 17 -per -cent 
minimum lending rate and a 17 
per cent, rate of inflation. The com- 
bination is quite. disastrous. A 
return to a fixed rate gold system, 
but with gold at a little above its 
currant market price, is a feasible 
objective for economic policy. 

If successful, it would eliminate 
tbe overvaluation of die pound, bring 
MLR back-well below 10 per cent, 
and provide the opportunity to bring 
the inflation rate.well below 10 per 
cent by the mid 1980s. As $750, or 
whatever was chosen, an ounce 
would be a very high price for 
gold, so inflation would continue on 
an artificially expanded gold base, 
but the high price of gold would 
also underwrite the liquidity of the 
system and allow world inflationary 
expectations to- be reduced through- 
out tbe 1980s, nuher than being 
halted in an episode of .'catastrophe. 

The conclusions'we can reach tro 

these. Floating exchange rates have 
resulted in high inflation rates, high 
interest rates, and in the British 
case, penal overvaluation of our 
currency. Because gold . became 
undervalued the Bretton Woods 
system of fixed rates with ultimate 
.convertibility to gold broke down 
in tbe 1960s, but the extraordinary 
"boom in the gold price has more 
than corrected that undervaluation. 

Gold is now clearly overvalued, 
.probably by more than 100 per cent 
on a natural long term price. That 
makes possible the restoration of a 
fixed rate, fully convertible, system 
based on gold. Fixed rates may have 
to be changed, but they Impose some 
discipline. Such "systems have an 
excellent historic record for sup¬ 
porting economic growth and 
maintaining price stability. ■ The 
choice for Britain is - one between 
inflation, depression, high interest 
rates and disindustrialization on tbe 
ode hand, and price stability, trade 
stability,. low interest rates and a 
competitive currency on the other.

Number 1 was 
published on 1 February 1930, 
having been compiled by a 
young man called Adrian Bell, 
who had never solved a cross¬ 
word before, let alone set one. 
Adrian Bell, the elder states¬ 
man of letters and king of 
crosswords, compiled the gold¬ 
en jubilee puzzle which 


appeared in yesterday’s Times, 
as gilded with references to 
that old Au as if Midas had 
been handling his quill pen. 

‘ This is how it happened. In' 
tbe winter of 1929 The Times 
was worried about losing circu¬ 
lation to the dreaded Daily 
Another paper, namely, since 
this is a day for generosity, 
The Daily Telegraph, which 
also cost 2d. The haruspices ip 
market research declared that 
the circulation drain was being 
caused by The Daily Tele¬ 
graphs secret weapon, the 
new-fangled crossword. Barr- 
ington-Ward, shortly to become 
editor of The Times, was lunch¬ 
ing with Robbie Bell, news edi¬ 
tor of The Observer and found¬ 
ing father of that papers 
Everyman crossword. “ Bell ”, 
said Barrington-Ward gloomily. 
“ We’ve got to start a cross¬ 
word puzzle in The Times. Do 
you know anyone who can 
compose them for us ?" 
Quick as a flash (illumination 
from state tree with keys) Bell 
replied: “My son can." Adrian 
Bell, 27 and an innocent young 
farmer, spent Christmas stew¬ 
ing over the first crossword.

Jeans have a peculiar fascina¬ 
tion for Russian youth. As any 
tourist here knows, even some¬ 
one wearing a very' old and 
shabby pair is liable to be 
approached dozens of times and 
offered a fistful of roubles. The 
first requirement of any modish 
young Russian is to obtain by 
book or crook—and usually the 
latter—a pair of genuine 
western, jeans. They muse have 
the label of the better known 
makes, and preferably be 
patched and faded. At any 
youth theatre, nightclub or 
party For the well to do, people 
invariably appear in their 
smartest clothes : jeans. 

The jeans cult has led to a 
thriving black market. A pair 
of Levis can fetch anything over 
200 roubles, and a complete 
denim suit costs about 300— 
almost twice the average 
monthly wage. Prices increase 
according to distance from 
Moscow and Leningrad, the 
principal sources of supply. 
Aad in a society where money 
has little spending power, jeans 
are one of the most valuable 


items of barter, indeed a Few 
months ago the Russians closed 
down a second-hand shop in 
Moscow which had become 
notorious as a centre for such 
illicit dealings. 

Last autumn the party news¬ 
paper of Georgia, a notoriously 
freewheeling republic, gave 
. some striking examples of what 
it called “ jeans crimes ", Five 
teenagers at a boarding school, 
all young communists, went out 
on a hunt for someone wearing 
jeans. Finding a youth in denim, 
they demanded his suit and 
when he refused to hand it 
over, stabbed, stripped and left 
him. Another time two 15-year- 
old girls attacked two other 
girls wearing jeans, slashing 
their faces with razors. Modem 
youth, tiie paper said, was be¬ 
ginning to show alarming 
symptoms of the “ material pos¬ 
sessions illness. ” 

It said a wave of enthusiasm 
for denim clothing had engulfed 
not only teenagers but their 
parents as well, and some over- 
indulgent parents had engaged 
in considerable economic specu¬ 
lation to afford chic foreign 
made slacks bearing the manu¬ 
facturers’ label. 

One reason why young people 
were ” inordinately fond ” of 
jeans was their scarcity, the 
paper said. For this it blamed 


Soviet trade organizations for 
not'buying enough denim from 
those countries producing it, and 

for doing little research into 
what people wanted to wear. 

Jeans in fact are already pro¬ 
duced in Hungary, Poland and 
East Germans', and since 1975 
at least 17 million pairs have 
been manufactured here each 
year. The problem is that the 
fabric of Soviet jeans is so poor 
that nobody buys them. They 
lack-style - and the one item that 
determines their black-market 
value: an American label. The 
Russians, aware of this, have 
decided to invite an American 
firm to set up a factory, in 
Moscow to produce millions of 
pairs of jeans a year. The 
makers of Lee, Levi and 
Wrangler jeans have been 
asked to submit bids for the 7.5 
million dollar project. 

A Soviet writer in a recent 
article on.“jeans culture” said 
pupils-in Moscow and Lenin¬ 
grad secondary schools were 
divided | into three categories. 
Those in' the “ de luxe ” class 
were pupils who had Lee, 
Wrangler or Levis jeans. Sec¬ 
ond came those who could sport 
jeans made in Malta or Fin¬ 
land, and the unlucky ones in 
the bottom class were those 
who could only get bold of 
jeans made in India. Poland or 
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Bulgaria, nr even, heaven for¬ 
bid, in the Soviet Union. 

But jeans are just one mani¬ 
festation of a wider cult the 
Russians appear powerless to 
counter, imiration and admira¬ 


tion of any western fashion. 
Foreign is chic. Jeans. long 
hair, printed T-shirts, handbags, 
tight-fitting shirts, western pop 
music -all find a ready echo. 

In summer you can see any 
number of student-age Russians 
wearing T-shirts proclaiming 
their allegiance to rhis or that 
American university, advertising 
beer and cigarettes or emblaz¬ 
oned with catchy slogans . , 
invariably jn English. 

Periodically there is an 
Onslaught on this cult. Fashion 
designers tell people it really 
isn’t smart to wear jeans to rhe 
Bolshoi. A doctor of Philosophy 
writing in a popular illustrated 
weekly attacked the “tyranny 
of fashion ” and said people 
should realize thar fashion 
exerted an ideological influ¬ 
ence. 

Another Soviet. journalist, 
outraged at seeing a young 
worker wearing a T-shirt pro¬ 
claiming himself to he a mem¬ 
ber .of the San Francisco Police 
Department, wondered whether' 
people in American cities were 
wearing T-shirts with Soviet 
slogans, and proposed a com¬ 
petition tD design some good 
ones. He wanted T-shirt 
designs that would have envious 
western tourists “stampeding 
after every one of us”, and 


suggested as an example the 
slogan “ A tom mash-80 " — a 
reference to the Soviet atomic \ 
power station machinery build* •• 
ing industry. 

The Russians have long.had. 
an ambivalent attitude towards . 
the ** westernization ” of youth. 
The attitude to pop music has 
ranged from stem rejection to - - 
discreet acceptance and occa- : ;. 
sional arrangements for tours - 
here by the better known, and 
ideologically neutral, groups. 

One reason advanced for the 
popularity of jeans is that • 
official attempts in the oast to 
link them to western culture 
and hypocritical attempts to v 
appear poor and shabby have 
surrounded them wiA the amra>!, .

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When Pius IX was elected in 
1S46 ail Europe was agog at the 
spectacle of a liberal Pope, h 
saw him, before many years had 
passed, turn into a scourge of 
liberalism, author of the Sella¬ 
ble of Errors ana t hemal i-zinu Lho 
chief characteristics of the mod¬ 
ern world, and first subject of 
the doctrine of pupal infalli¬ 
bility defined tic fide. Pope John 
Paul IPs accession was greeted 
with no less interest and even 
wider acclaim. Now faint doubts 
are stirring that his pontificate 
m?y follow a comparable course. 

The doubts are that, misjudg¬ 
ing some of the strongest secular 
tendencies of the age to he evil 
*>r erroneous because they con¬ 
flict with traditional norms and 
Teaching, he may throw himself 
into opposition to them instead 
of making use of whatever there 
is in them rhat is good. By doing 
so he would, by the Force of his 
position and prestige, lead the 
Roman Catholic Church into the 
way oF rejection, with the con- 
seauent likelihood of schism, 
defection and loss of influence 
upon the minds of the rrreat maj¬ 
ority of mankind. Such an out¬ 
come would be clean contradic¬ 
tory to the Pope's personality 
?s that has warmed those who 
have encountered him. however 
remotely, with its ppiery and 
nobility. But ir would riot he 
wholly conrradictorv of his 
ahstract moral teaching or his 
statecraft as those have so far 
revealed themselves. 

Nothing has yet. happened to 
compel that fear. Rome’s mild 
chastisement of Fr Kiing must 
be set beside the pleasure that 


distinguished theologian takes 
in trailing his coat. The poten¬ 
tially more serious proceedings 
against Fr Schillebeeckx are 
incomplete. The swiod of Dutch 
bishops at Rome, an extraordi¬ 
nary process in itself, ended 
yesterday on a note of firmness 
on the side of the Pope, but 
without laving upon the bishops 
peremptory demands with which 
they could not reasonably be ex¬ 
pected to comply. 

By the mid 1960s the Roman 
Catholic Church in Holland was 
in a condition to which the word 
*’ crisis" was being freely 
an ached. The spirit of nggionia- 
mentu which the Second Vatican 
Council let out of the bottle had 
a peculiarly intoxicating effect 
in that church. Democratic 
structures were adopted. A 
national pastoral council was set 
up, similar in composition to the 
General Synod of the Church of 
England but without legislative 
nr juridical functions, which 
resolved in favour of optional 
celibacy for priests. Seminaries 
of the old sort were closed and 
candidates for the priesthood, 
of whom there were pitifully 
few. studied like other under¬ 
graduates at theological insti¬ 
tutes within the universities. 
Before the publication of the 
encyclical Humanac Vitae the 
Dutch bishops had reached rhe 
view that for pastoral purposes 
it is us to the individual to 
decide family planning matters 
for himself in the light of 
conscience; and when thar en¬ 
cyclical came out rhey did not 
revise their position. Daring 
liturgical experiments abounded. 


A new catechism of striking 
novelty was adopted. Five cardi¬ 
nals in Rome were appointed to 
pick holes in ir, and when they 
found Lhem the bishops printed 
rheir observations .'as an 
appendix. 

The Vatican's main stroke of 
policy towards this contumacious 
national church was to appoint 
two conservative bishops to 
vacant sees, against rhe advice of 
the Dutch hierarchy and the 
wishes of the dioceses concerned. 
That was not successful, it per¬ 
mitted the forces of Dutch Catho¬ 
lic conservatism, never extin¬ 
guished, to rally; and it pro¬ 
duced in the Bishop of Roermond 
who not content with openly 
dissenting from his fellow 
hishops more or less disowned 
them. The disunry of the Dutch 
church, now spread upwards to 
the hierarchy, had become in¬ 
tolerable. Tn reduce it was the 
purpose of rhe synod at Rome. 

The particular matters of dis¬ 
cipline to which the Dutch 
bishops have been persuaded to 
subscribe-—celibacy of rhe priest¬ 
hood. its permanence, seminary 
training, cessation of inter¬ 
communion with separated 
churches ”...—arc none of them 
so fundamental as to have pro¬ 
voked refusal. The arch-conser¬ 
vative Bishop of Roermond has 
been bound over to be of better 
behaviour. Arrangements have 
been made for keeping the Dutch 
church in close touch wirh the 
Curia and vice versa, which may 
possibly be to the benefit of both, 
it is a strong assertion of Roman 
primacy, but nor a brutal one. 
Everything now depends on how 
the Dutch digest it.

Tt is not surprising that after 
surveying the election prospect 
in Rhodesia, Mr Ian Smith has 
told his white friends that they 
should swing such influence as 
they have behind Mr Nkomo and 
Zapu-PF. He would hardly do so 
if he thought Bishop Muzorewa 
had any chance of winning most 
seats, or even coming second. It 
is significant that he feels he can 
ask the whites to help a man so 
many of them detest. 

But Mr Smith has shown long 
ago that he thinks Mr Nkomo 
would make the best black 
leader for Zimbabwe—that is 
for a country in which whites 
could live tolerably. Mr Smith

Britain’s problem is to end up 
at the dose of poll with a general 
acceptance .by all parties that 
whatever regrettable events may 
have occurred, honours all round 
are about even, and that the ver¬ 
dict of the polls will be accepted 
whatever the count finally shows 
the electorate’s choice ro be. By 
leading the chorus shouting 
“foul” at everv juncture, the 
UN mischiefmakers will only 
make that outcome harder to 
realize, and the risk of condemn¬ 
ing Zimbabwe to more dvil war 
the greater.

plement. This level of qualifica¬ 


tion that the average fare will 
be ten or fifteen pence a trip, 
but some authorities may charge 
higher fares reflecting actual 
costs. Many of the pupils have 
to ride because their small coun¬ 
try schools have been closed 
down, or because they attend 
denominational schools. A square 
meal a day may have no irresis¬ 
tible association with education, 
but all pupils must come and be 
raught, and it is not fair to make 
some of them pay heavily for 
the privilege.

Independence of 
the judiciary 

From Mr Ratimond Hartley 
Sir, In recent years there has been 
an alarming increase in public 
verbal attacks upon senior members 
of.the judiciary hy prominent poli¬ 
ticians. particularly from rhe Lab¬ 
our Party and leading trade 
unionists. Since, politically. I hare 
no axe to grind, I find this devel¬ 
opment both disturbing and fright¬ 
ening. What is particularly 
surprising is the actinide of the 
media towards these outbursts. 
What is even more disturbing is 
that they have become accepted and 
the media. Through press, radio and 
television have done nothing to 
question the seriousness of attacks 
upon rhe judiciary which is rhe 
keystone of our democracy. 

In the recent case of the steel 
employers in the private sector v 
the Iron and Steel Trades Confed¬ 
eration. Lord Denning did not 
insist on rhe parties being brought 
before him and. prnhablv, he did 
not insist that he should preside 
over that court. Involuntarily, there¬ 
fore, he has been drawn into rhe 
disnutc and, having heard argument 
and counter-argument, gave his 
judgment. Mavbe his judgment was 
faulty and nD one denies that 
judges, no less rhan other mortals, 
are human and may themselves 
make errors of judgment. But that 
is the way of things. If such an 
error was 'made by Lord Doming, 
and I am not in a oo.tirion to be 
in judpmenr upon him. T cannot 
accept that it is an eveuse for the 
kind of nurburst ro which we have 
been subicctcd on radio and tele- 
vi' : -»n in rhe past few dnvs. 

The attacks upon the judiciary 
bv leading members of tbe Labour 
Partv (including Michael Foot) and 
leading trade unionists, have 
invariably been accompanied . by 
demands' for either the resignation, 
retirement or even sacking of cer¬ 
tain judges who hare in their wis¬ 
dom decided a case against a trade 
union, group of workers or on other 
matters of principle close to their 
hearts. 

We have prided ourselves on rhe 
total integrity and indenen.dence of 
our judiciarv and the judicial sys¬ 
tem as a who'e. The basis of our 
society depends largely upon the 
fair and impartial administration of 
the law. The law in statute form is 
imperfect and we must rely uoan 
its interpretation bv experts in that 
Field and where rherc are different 
interpretations we must accept an 
impartial judgment by the same 
experts. A society in which the 
judges are subjected to political 
interference either directly or in- 
. directlv or are suhiecred to similar 
pressures from public verbal attacks 
is a serious matter worthy of the 
attention and concern of the citi¬ 
zens of the United Kingdom. 

I can tead.ily see the kind of 
society that rmmv of the people to 
whvrh I have referred would wish 
us to have' where judges would be 
at their mercv ; subiect to -. 
instant dismissal should their deci¬ 
sions be out of step with political 
thinking within gcx-ernment. 

This letter is not a pubHc attack 
upon rVe Labour Partv but it is 
noteworthy that it is members of 
tbe Labour Party and the trade 
union movement who ane so ready 
to make pernicious attacks udoii the 
judiciary. Their contempt for the 
courts are o poor example to rheir 
Followers who will be tempted to 
emulate their lack of respect for the 
legal traditions of this country. 

What I have written should not 
be raken as an appeal tn restricc 
people’s rights to say what they 
think but to think before they speak 
and rhat they should speak as res¬ 
ponsible people with a wary eve 
upon the knock-on effect of what 
rhey are saying.

Sir, It seems impossible U» believe 
that any government, however 
intent upon abolishing “Quangos'* 
(Quasi-Autonomous Non-Govern¬ 
mental Organizations) as a means, 
often illusory, of saving monev, 
would kill otY rhe Advisory Council 
on the Penal System. Either under 
that name, or as the Advisory 
Council on the Treatment or 
Offenders, this uniquely important 
committee has been found uecessary 
by every government since 394o, 
costing ’ the country virtually 
nothing. 

We would dare to say that there 
is none among the dozen or more 
Home Secretaries of those years, 
to sa\- nothing of the hundreds of 
officials concerned in the quest for 
a more effective social attitude to 
crime, who would not wish to set; 
the work □£ this advisory council 
continue. For 35 years its researches 
and recommendations have inspired 
some of i he mosr valuable changes 
in our criminal law and procedure, 
including, of course, tbe use of 
Community Service Orders. 

Its sudden abolition is nor only 
an affront to the distinguished men 
and women who have given their 
time to ii : it is an implication, 
ludicrous in the face of the state 
of crime today, that we now know- 
all the answers and are about to 
put them into effect. We earnestly 
entreat the Government to think 
again.

Sir. Some “ Quangos ** may he 
Jirtle loved, might be little missed 
and. their abolition might bring 
savings and other benefit"*. The 
Computer Board for Universities is 
in a different category. During the 


few years of its existence through¬ 
out which it has been responsible 
for allocating to universities ’he 
sums of puhlic money needed to 
buy and run computers. The Com¬ 
puter Board has transformed thp 
quite unsatisfzcrory situation of uni¬ 
versity computing, which existed at 
the time of ihj investigation under 
the chairmanship of Professor (now 
Lord) Flowers, into one where uni¬ 
versity students can be raught to 
use computers and to work with 
rhem. where . computers can be 
applied to assist research in many 
disciplines and v-horc advanced re¬ 
search into -omputing science itself 
is flourishing. 

Cooperation between groups of 
universities has been fosrered bv 
The Computer Board, wasteful dupli¬ 
cation of effort on software produc¬ 
tion has been avoided, highly com¬ 
petitive terrier:ng for equipment, 
services and supplies has been in¬ 
troduced and most professional atti¬ 
tudes to procurement and the 
relevant experience have been ac¬ 
quired. The developments in 
technology present new problem* 
which are be-ng tackled. The ser¬ 
vices of the small group of govern¬ 
ment servant* and costs of the tiny 
fees and the expenses of the in¬ 
dependent •. ompuicr experts who 
have served on the hoard have pro¬ 
duced substantia] financial benefits. 

It would be a tragedy if the 
benefits gained and those in 
prospect were squandered bv the 
abolition of The Computer Board 
and a failure to establish a satis¬ 
factory alternative; computing is a 
field which must be important, if 
not viral, for ihe future prosperity 
of Britain and short term small 
saving* could entait long term huge 
losses.

Sir, Jacques Arnold (January 28) 
seems to be under the impression 
that proportional representation is 
a matter of voting simply for a 
parry. Even in the countries that 
do use party list systems that is 
seldom the case: most of ahem also 
allow rbe voter some say in which 
individual candidates shall be elec¬ 
ted. With PR in the only form that 
has ever been used in the British 
Isles (tbe single transferable vote) 
there is no truth at ail in his asser¬ 
tion rhat “regional variations, can¬ 
didates’ personal votes and local 
representation ” would be sacri¬ 
ficed ; very much the contrary. 

He would vote in Northampton¬ 
shire as one constituency (five 
members at present; it could be 
raised to six without any boundary 
changes) by numbering candidares 
in the order of hi* preference. The 
candidates would pretty, certainly 
be well known locally, since there 
would no 'longer be any reason for. 
Say, a Labour man In Daventrv to 
go seeking a seat in a Labour 
stronghold; be could represent the 
Labour minority in his own county. 
Each party would hope to win more 
than one seat and would therefore 
have to run more than one candi¬ 
date, and which were elected would 
depend entirely to the voters’ 
preferences. 

No need for disputes over reselec- 
tion; the voters automatically re¬ 
select in each election. The Irish 
voters commonly demonstrate their 
confidence in recognized party 
leaders (Haughey 11.044 first pre¬ 
ference votes, other FF candidate* 
in the same constituency 1,900 and 
1,777) bur are equally free to reject 
them. Where I was observing the 
first Northern Ireland election after 
the restoration of PR, the Unionisr 
voters elected three of their five 
candidates but the local party boss 
was not one of the three.

Sir, Clifford Longley, vour corres¬ 
pond enr on religious affairs, refers 
in his article in The Times of 
December 24. page 12, to a study by 
Dr A. B. Hasler—misspelt as Haslar 
—on the First Vatican Council, pub¬ 
lished in 1977 by Hiersemann. This 
study represents the Council as 
having been utterly unfree, due to 
the manipulations’ of the Roman 
Curia and the pressures of a 
mentally unstable Pope Pius IX. 
The study of Dr Hasler, an ex¬ 
official of the Roman Curia, is des¬ 
cribed as “ based on careful histori¬ 
cal research into archives, where 
new material has been found ”, Dr 
Hasler is reported furthermore as 
having been , threatened wirh 
** enforced laicization **. , _ 

1. I do not feel competent to dis¬ 
cuss the philosophical and theolo¬ 
gical Implications of papal infalli¬ 
bility. but I strongly question Dr 
Hosier's historical findings. HJs 
study lacks basic qualities of a 
historical work. It is the raid of a 
theologian into the field of history, 
selecting his materials according ro 
a pre-established theory (for which 
there is no empirical need) and 
deliberately leaving out anything 
which does not fit into this picture. 

The ultramontane current which 
carried the papacy toward* its dog¬ 
matic elation in 3870 is described 
a* being mainly die result 
of manipulations of the Roman 
Curia. On the other hand It is sug¬ 
gested that the obsession of Pio 
Nono with infpllibiiiry is basically 
linked wirh bis mental condition, 
allegedly du* tn. epileptic fr r s in his 
youth. Infallibility thus boil* down 
in a seqviel of epilepsy. Here once 
more a cheap psychological explana¬ 
tion eludes the problem why so 
many bishops, practical pastors 
above ad, saw- in the proclamation 
of papal infallibility a kind of 
remedy for tbe problems of tbe 
Church at that time. 


The new material wbich Dr 
Hasler is said to have found touches 
minor points; the impressive biblio¬ 
graphy and list of archives can only 
mislead those who are easily im¬ 
pressed bv rhe paraphernalia of 
German historical studies. To my 
knowledge; up to now no com¬ 
petent scholar has approved of 
Hasler’s selective constructions. 

It i* a pity that die popularized 
one volume version of Raster's 
bulkv studv which was published in 
1979 by Piper in Munich with a 
preface by Hans Kiing does not 
take into account any objection 
made by Hasler’s critics. Any criti¬ 
cism is here dismissed as being tbe 
result of hidden curial pressures 
and unavowed deoendence on 
Church authority. Kiine, whom I 
revere as a herald of Christian 
faith, has let himself be taken in 
bv writing the preface to a book 
which is closer to a mediocre anti- 
Roman pamphlet than to a work of 
“haute vulgarisation”. 

2. I am authorized by Dr Oonar 
Mader. bishop of St Gall and 
ordinary of Dr Hasler, to say thar 
Dr Hasler has not been threatened 
wirh enforced laicization. The 
rumour was skilfully spread a few 
time* rbi* summer and found its 
way to different newspapers. En¬ 
forced laicization, for which there 
are provisions in canon law, must 
have more serious motive* than a 
bad piece of. historical scholarship.

Role of prison visitors 

From Mr Eddie Lever and orders 
Sir. Board.* of Visitors attached to 
penal institutions in England and 
Wales are an essential element in 
a rational and just prison system. 
The effective role of board mem¬ 
bers, is. however, often prejudiced 
by a substantial lack of confidence 
on the part of all those whose in¬ 
terests they are designed to protect. 
This lack of confidence arises 
partly because the independence of 
boards in performing their super¬ 
visory and disciplinary functions is 
compromised by virtue of a close 
identification with prison adminis¬ 
tration—they are seen as part of 
the very system whose public 
watchdog they are intended to be. 

Lack of confidence can also arise 
because of the conflicting nature of 
the twin duties boards are expected 
to discharge. It. is true to say, 
moreover, that the precise nature 
of these responsibilities, and. the 
way in which board members give 
effect to them, suffers from a con¬ 
spicuous lack of puhlic exposure, 
with a consequent failure to sharpen 
the awareness of the • ordinary citi* 


zen to what is being done in his 
name. 

The consequence of rhe isolation 
of both boards and their members 
from each other points strongly, to 
a new initiative. Board members 
are accordingly invited to attend an 
independent meeting in London, at 
a date ro be arranged. We intend 
to investigate rhe establishment oE 
a national association of members 
of boards of Visitors and to con¬ 
sider ways in which members can 
ensure, both presently and in the 
future, rhat they are able to and 
do satisfy the demands encumbent 
upon them.

British Council cuts 

From Lord Amulree and others 

Sir, Whilst we recognize that the 
desire to make cuts necessitates 
difficult decisions and the proba¬ 
bility that some projects of value 
may have to be abandoned, we feel 
that the recently mentioned possi¬ 
bility of the British Council having 
to close its library and other services 
in Ethiopia would be particularly 
unfortunate. 

The British Council Library tn 
Addis Ababa performs a genuine 
public service in that ir cater.* to a 
student and post-scudeot population 
eager for knowledge and, in par¬ 
ticular, knowledge about the out¬ 
side world. Tift library is not large, 
yet it is always crowded and effects 
nearly 75,000 book loans a year. It 
provides a valuable point of contact 
between Britain and the Ethiopian 
people—a contact that is. incident¬ 
ally. very largely independent of the 
Ethiopian Government. At a time 
when Soviet influence in Ethiopia 
is so strong, it would be the height 
of folly to withdraw this oppor¬ 
tunity of alternative contact. 

If Her Majesty’s Government 
feels that it must effect a saving on 
its overall public relations expendi¬ 
ture in Ethiopia, we would suggest 
that a careful look might be given 
tn relocating in tlfe embassy com¬ 
pound a its offices and information 
centre in the Papassinos Building in 
the town. 

Tf the Council must itself make 
savings, surely, as a matter of 
genera! principle, it should Took for 
such savings by rationalizing and 
reducing its substantial central 
management before abandoning 
operations which are its raison 
d’etre.

From Canon Eric James 
Sir, Professor Michael Howard (Jan¬ 
uary 30) writes that the presence 
of cruise missiles on British soil 
makes it highly possible thar this 
country would be the target of Sov¬ 
iet missiles. At the moment our 
anxiety should be that we should 
be the target of cruise missiles 
themselves. 

Despite rhe crash of two missies 
near populated areas of Southern 
California in December, Air Force 
officials in Washington said they 
had no plans to cancel future test 
flights from the Pacific Ocean to a 
military test range in Utah. On 
Thursday December 27, a General 
Dynamics cruise missile crashed m 
roiling grassland* seven miles from 
Lompoc, a Santa Barbara County 
community of 26,500 persons. 
Another General Dynamics missile 
crashed 13 miles from Ojaia in Ven¬ 
tura County earlier in December. 

There had been four crashes of 
General Dynamics mi stiles in eight 
rest flights, the US Air Force here 
stated. Boeing, rhe other competitor 
for the multi-billion dollar defence 
contract, has had three failures in 
eight tests. At the beginning of the 
month it was reported' rhat each ■ 
company has rwo more test flights- 
before the Defence Department 
derides wbich will receive the con* 
tract.

Recent results reported by a 
group ■ of Japanese astronomers 
have revealed some very unusual 
Features in an. X-ray star. The star 
has fascinated astronomers during 
the past few years, ever since a 
satellite detected its peculiar wav 
of emitting vast amounts of 
energy in rhe form of X-rays. 

X-ray stars are usually Investi¬ 
gated by means of satellites, 
hecause X-rays can interact in the 
upper atmosphere, so itaeir source 
may be obscured from the Earth. 
Observations made on a satellite 
nffer many advantages over those 
made earlier with instruments 
carried by balloons or rockets. 
One important advantage is that 
satellites stay operational for such 
a long dme that' X-ray emission 
from many sources can be studied 
In great detail. 

The most recent X-ray satellites 
have benefited noticeably From 
the experience gathered in earlier 
experiments, so that they are 
equipped with, much m ore sens I- 
tive and advanced instruments 
than their predecessors. The 
advance In techniques has meant 
that almost every new X-ray 
satellite detects some new and 
exciting astropbysical pheno¬ 
menon. 

The Japanese astronomers, From 


ihe universities of Tokyo, Nagoya 
and Osaka, have just reported tbe 
first results from their experiment 
on board a Japanese X-ray satel¬ 
lite. Their study centres on a 
unique X-ray star discovered a 
few years ago nicknamed the 
“ rapid burster Its X-ray emis¬ 
sion bas a characteristic signature 
of many short pulses of greatly 
varying energy. No steady emis¬ 
sion of X-rays, as Is common with 
other types of X-ray snurces, has 
been observed from it; it Ls active 
for only a month or so and then 
stays silent for several months. 

Tbe new observations were ob¬ 
tained by the Japanese group last 
August, when the star came to life 
again, emitting a train of bursts 
of a type more powerful and per¬ 
sistent than any detected pre¬ 
viously. The intensity builds up 
over about a second and then re¬ 
mains constant for between 30 
seconds and 10 minutes. Finally, 
the bum decays during about 30 
seconds and rhe star stays inactive 
for a while. All rhe bursts observed 
hitherto from this source have 
been much shorter and bare had 
a much sharper pattern of initia¬ 
tion and decay. 

The detailed characteristics or 
the pattern of X-ray bursts con¬ 
tains information about the pro¬ 
cesses in which they originate. 


X-ray scars are assumed to be 
neutron stars, that is,, very heavy 
and highly condensed stars, sur¬ 
rounded by matter gradually 
drawn towards them because of. 
their strong gravitational field. 
The X-ray emission can be due 
to two types of process : one is 
a thermonuclear reaction in rhe 
matter whlrh accretes on the sur¬ 
face of the neutron star; the 
other results Tram instabilities in 
the flow of matter towards the 
star. 

Although tbe analysis of rhe new 
data is incomplete, it already im¬ 
plies that very small changes in 
the rate of flow nf the matter pro¬ 
duce verv drastic change* in the 
profile of X-rav bursts. That im¬ 
portant result forces theoreticians 
to reconsider rhe mechanisms res¬ 
ponsible For the raoid burster’s 
emission pattern. Thev will now 
have to take account nf behaviour 
even stranger chan that recorded 
before. Astronomers will be look¬ 
ing for a more profound under¬ 
standing of the rapid burster to 
emerge soon.

The Railway Executive 
is unperturbed: it is safely shel¬ 
tered behind out-of-date legisla¬ 
tion. Many of the local'authorities 
who maintain the roads are in no 
position to sponsor the work 
required even though thej' recog¬ 
nize ils necessity.

Mr Raymond William Birch, 
CBE. died on January 13, as 
already announced briefly in 
The Times. 

Born in 1901, Ray Birch, as he 
was known throughout the 
transport industry, was the son 
of William Henry Birch and 
tht great grandson of the 
founder of the family business 
of Birch Bros Ltd of Royal Mail 
Yard. Kentish Town (incor¬ 
porated in 1S99)—bus, cab and 
mail carriage pioneers during 
the nineteenth and twentieth 
centuries, who started with 
hansom cabs in Westminster in 
1832. developed into buses in 
1851 and horse mails in 1832. 

Ray Birch was educated at 
University College School, 
Hampstead, and at University 
College, London. 

As a qualified mechanical 
engineer in the 1920s he trained 
with Levland in 1922, joined 
the family business in 1923 and 
the board in . 1924, becoming 
managing director and in 1949 
chairman until the closure'.of 
the Birch group in 1971. 
During that period he retained 
Birch Bros* unique right to 
stage operations within the new 
London Transport area on 
nationalization of the London 
independents in 1934, and when 
the country’s first motorway 
opened in 1959. a Birch coach 
was the first fare-paving user 
of the new route. Birch Bros 
operated London taxis until 
1963—130 years of hackney 
carriage operation. 

In 1941 Birch joined the head¬ 
quarters staff of the British 
Electric Traction Federation 
and was appointed to the 


boards of many of the group’s -i ’ 
operating companies, becoming ’ 
chairman of a number of these. 

At the peak of his career, he

A Turkish delegation is to 
leave Ankara on Saturday for

The delegation, which will in¬ 
clude the governor of the cen¬ 
tral Bank and the head of the 
treasury, will be led by Mr 
Korkut Ozal, who devised the 
measures which herald a more 
liberal economic policy for 
Turkey, opening it up to foreign 
capital in an unprecedented 
way. 


US Steel, the largest American steel¬ 
maker, ended 1979 awash in red ink, the 
result of-the November decision to close 
ail or part of 16 plants and to lose about 
13,000 jobs. 

The red ink is good news to industry 
experts who have long argued that US 
Steel needs to make large economies to 
restore its operations. The red ink indi¬ 
cates that the retrenchment is under way, 
and *ai Mr William R. Roesch is firmly 
in control of the steel operations. . 

Mr Roesch, 54, was a coalmine mechanic 
and he rose to head two large steel com¬ 
panies before he became president and 
chief operating officer of US Steel last 
year. He is overhauling the company's 
steelmaking operations. 

The plant closures are only the most 
visible part of his plans, which include a 
redrawing of hues of authority, a softening 
of the company's bitter resistance to 
environmental regulations, and emphasis 
on the quality of steel products rather 
than on their quantity. 

Customers are sceptical that US Steel, 
which recently has been emphasizing 
diversification, will commit the resources 


necessary to improve significantly its steel 
operations. Many observers believe that 


operations. Many observers believe that 
Mr Roesch’s biggest problem will be 
overcoming the ingrained attitudes that 
got US Steel into trouble. 

“ There’s an attitude in the steel indus¬ 
try that says, ’if it worked last year, it 
will work ibis year’” says an industry 
economist, “and US Steel personifies that 
attitude.'* 

From 1974 to 1978, when the steel 


industry’s average return on equity was 
10.1 per cent, US Steel’s was only 8.6 per 
cent. 

Although US Steel is by far the largest 
American steelmaker, with more than 20 
per cent of the domestic market, its plants 
are the oldest in the industry and its 
productivity lags behind the rest of the 
industry. 

Mr Charles Bradford, an analyst at 
Merrill Lynch, Pierce, Fenner and Smith, 
calculates that during the five-years to 
1978 US Steel’s employment costs in steel 
averaged about 40 per cent of steel sales. 
That is better than America’s second 
largest steelmaker. Bethlehem Steel Corp, 
which has an average of 42 per cent, but 
is much worse then the 28 per cent to 34 
per cent range of other steelmakers. 

The root of US Steel’s problems 
seems to be a long standing resist¬ 
ance _ to change. As the economic and 
political circumstances facing the steel 
industry have altered over the past 20 
years, US Steel has failed to adapt as well 
as other steelmakers. That is why many 
observers see Mr Reosch as the key to 
US Steel’s recovery. 

He has already changed US 
Steel’s attitude towards environmental 
regulations. Meeting environmental stan¬ 
dards has been the steel industry’s biggest 
problem in the past decade; cleaning up 
steel mills is technically difficult and ex- 

E ensive. None of the large steelmakers 
as moved quickly to comply with en¬ 
vironmental regulations over the past 10 
years, but US Steel's opposition was par¬ 
ticularly bitter. 

Settling some of the company's differ¬ 


ences with the EPA enabled Mr Roesch to 
undertake, in the second quarter of 1979, 
a Dlant-by-plant study of US Steels facili-. 
ties. The result of that study was the 
November, closures. 

The move will rid US Steel 
of unprofitable operations; it will allow 
the company to make better use of the I 
surviving facilities and to concentrate i 
future capital spending on modernizing 
plants. US Steel has also abandoned its 
habit of ignoring foreign technological 
innovations. 

The example of the company’s “ invent-; 
it-here ” syndrome most often cited by! 
industrialists is the design and construe- j 
tion in the early 1970s of a big blast fur- j 
nace at US Steels Gary, Ind_ works. 

The Japanese steel industry had been 
building, and operating such furnaces for 
some time, but US Steel apparently sought 
only minimal, advice from the Japanese 
before designing and building the num¬ 
ber 13 blast furnace at Gary. 

But last summer, Mr Roesch called In 
experts from Nippon Kdkan KK, one of 
Japan’s largest steelmakers, to look at 
the furnace and suggest improvements. 

After six months of rebuilding that cost 
nearly $100m the furnace was restarted 

Once it is broken in, US Steel 
predicts, it will produce 7,500 rons of iron 
a day. The company also signed a contract 
recently with Sumitomo Metal' Industries 
of Japan that calls for Sumitomo to pro¬ 
vide technology to help US Steel’s ailidg 
plate and pipe mills in Baytown, Texas.

Sir, Professor Alexander’s letter 
on university engineering edu¬ 
cation (January 23) commented 
on the AUPs reported reaction 
to the Finniston Report. I am 
afraid that the necessarily com¬ 
pressed report in your news 
columns could have given rise 

to a misunderstanding of tiie 
ALTFs attitude. 

We start with the funda¬ 
mental proposition that 
although educating people for 
the professions is one of the 

historic roles of universities, no 
less importance should be given 
to the universities’ research 
role, in that they_ represent 
almost the only basic research 
institutes in the United King¬ 
dom across all disciplines. 

On the professional training 
side there is nothing very much 
in the Finniston Report chat 
gives rise to a great deal p£ 
difficulty for the universities in 
that syllabi, facilities, length of 
courses are matters which are 
the subject of constant change 
and are areas where given the 
financial resources universities 
are always willing to respond 
to the needs of industry and 
the community. 

We rejected the explicit or 
implied criticism of the Finnis- 
ton Report of the universities 
since, as far as I am-a ware, if 
the engineering professions, 
industry and the Government 
in its manpower planning had, 
over the years, said exactly 
what was wanted we would not 
have been backward in pro¬ 
viding it. given that the neces¬ 
sary funding was available. 

Arising from Finniston, the 


main difficulty as we see it is 
chat on the-one hand tbe. teach¬ 
ing of maths, physics and engin¬ 
eering science is depressed both 
quantitatively and qualitatively, 
in the schools, for a variety of 
reasons, causing an insuffi¬ 
ciency of engineering students 
of the right calibre,, and tfai* is 
linked with industries 
failure to provide the right 
remuneration and status to pro¬ 
fessional engineers. (What 
could be more apposite than 
the fact that in the week that 
the Finniston Report was pub¬ 
lished, the Civil Service Pro¬ 
fessional Engineers, received A 
pay award from arbitration that 
depressed their position even 
more dramatically, in salary 
terms, than hitherto, in com¬ 
parison with the Administrative 
Civil Sendee ?} 

The whole thrust of the 
Finniston Report, quite rightly, 
from its point of view, was the- 
supply of the right kind of 
engineers, of the appropriate 
calibre to industry and the 
economy. 

We, in the universities, while 
giving due credit to this aim 
cannot afford this to take place 
at the expense of the basic- 
fundamental research role and 
what one fears is that with 
inadequate extra funding (and. 
one.cannot see the Government 
providing much more money in 
present circumstances) there 
will be a corresponding diminu¬ 
tion of resources available -to 
the no less important discip¬ 
lines. 

Further, extra burdens will 
be placed on our engineering 
people to fulfil the Finniston 
vocational educational demands 
at the expense of their import¬ 
ant fundamental research that 


must continue to take place if 
this country is- to continue to 
.lead the world in engineering 
science and technology. 

May 1 finally make one .short 
point ? One cannot help but be 
a, little doubtf ul about me inten¬ 
tions of government in respect 
of - Finniston. Twelve years ago 
the Swann report covered a lot 
of the same ground as Finniston 
and nothing has happened 
since. This seems to be the 
fate of so' many reports of the 
recent past.

Sir, I naturally welcome the 
views expressed by the 100 
Group in their report “Train¬ 
ing and Development of 
Finance Managers for Industry 
and Commerce” (January 30). 

Their belief that would-be. 
accountants should be able, and 
indeed encouraged, to acquire 
their professional training and 
experience other than as 
articled clerks .with firms in 
public practice is the one 
which 75 years ago prompted 
the setting up of the Associa¬ 
tion of Certified Accountants. 
Today, we account for 40. per 
cent of those registering as 
students of anv of the six 
chartered accountancy bodies 
each year and 25 per cent of 
the annual growth in new 
members of the profession. 

In common with the" other 
five bodies the majority of our 
members are in industry, com¬ 
merce or the public sector—not 
in public practice. The three 
chartered bodies which do not 
require their students to serve 
under articles already operate 
the type of approved training 
schemes outside practising 
offices which is now recom¬ 
mended by tbe 100 Group. In 


this approach, we believe we 
are reflecting the needs both of 
our students and of tbe 
majority of their likely future 
employers.

no real difficulties until per¬ 
haps the end of March ". 

Last year raw material prices, 
titanium dioxide is used in 25 
per cent of the group’s prod¬ 
ucts, rose 25 per cent.

A cover price increase and 
higher advertising rates helped 
Portsmouth and Sunderland 
newspapers to sail past last 
year's total profit in the first 
nine months of the current 
period. 

Pretax profits in the 39 
weeks to December 29, 1979, 
amounted ro £3.1m, over a third 
up on the previous period’s 
£2L2xn while turnover rose from 
£ 10.8m to £14zn. 

As such, pretax margins hare 
widened from 20 to 22 per cent. 
However, the figures mask an 
interest credit on the near £4m 
liquid assets, up almost Elm on 
the year end figure. 

Although the group has no 
immediate -plans for spending 
the money it is increasing the 
retailing side of the business. 

Costs during the period were 
contained on the newsprint side 
thanks to the strength of sterl¬ 
ing against tiie dollar. 

Profits were also helped by 
an increase in the cover price 
of the newspaper last February 
and a 17 per cent rise in 
advertising rates in October. 
Ch-culation has also picked up 
slightly, though it is not run¬ 
ning at its previous peak levels. 

The group is not yet bene¬ 
fiting from the introduction of 
new technology which was 
installed in 1978. However, 
finance director Mr E. Mc- 
Krsack reports that some pro¬ 
gress towards introducing this 
this form of printing is being 
made.

Westinghouse power group profits despite law suits 


Westingbouse of Pittsburgh,

The second reason readers give 
fur not buying BL curs is poor 
quality and reliability. So many 
letters have described, often more 
in sorrow than m anger, how iong- 
■.tanding loyalty has been eroded by 
shoddy finish and mechanical 
defects;. If these letters arc any 
guide, thi-re is a widespread disen¬ 
chantment with BL products. 

. There are, uniontmaiely. ‘no ob¬ 
jective data on reliability’ Reports 
in the consumer magazine. Which? 
suggest that some (by no means all) 
foreign males are better than 
British, but is die Which * sample 
big enough and •epresentative ? 
This week I was talking to a dealer 
who has held Leyiand, F.uropuan 
arid now Japanese franchises and 
maintains that the Japanese cars 
are by far the most reliable he has 
handled. Is his e;;purienru typical ? 

What can he said jbuut F.L cars 
is that they tend to he launched with 
serious faulrs that condemn the 


model for years afterwards. It hap¬ 
pened with the Allegro, the Prin¬ 
cess, the TR7 ant!, more recently, 
the Rover. No British car has been 
so enthusiastic illy received as the 
Rover but a Car nf the Year award 
is no consolation for repeated 
breakdowns. Second-hand Rover 
prices tell their own, sjd story. 

But there have been letters from 
owners expressing complete satis¬ 
faction with BL cars and wondering 
what the fuss is about. And reliable 
or nor. there is still strung evidence 
to suggest that taking into account 
items like the cost of puns and in¬ 
surance. British cars arc cheaper to 
run. Certainly the fleet market, for 
which cost is the moft important 
factor, has tended to stay loyal. 

The third point raised by readers 
is the competitiveness of the BL 
range. Several people regret the 
absence, since the demise nf the 
Triumph 2000, of a large estate car. 
A Rover estate does exist, indeed

The other question is whether the 
cars that do exist arc us goad, in 
clcMgu, as European and Japanese 
rivals. That must be a matter uf 
judgment. Mine is that BL’s volume 
cars, particularly, have uoi been 
kept us up i.t date ai they should 
have boon. The Mini is 20 years old, 
the Dolomite IT. the Marti 11 and 
the Marina nine. 

BL has an imp'vsjiv,.* new model 
programme, with the Mini Metro 
due to appear in the nuiuznn. the 
Honda in 1941, me LC10 small 
hatchback '.n 1922 and die I.C11 
medium saloon in 1983. The .Marina 
is io get a new bodyshell and the 
Princess a tailgate. But will these 
much-needed heart transplants be is 
time to save the patient? 

Road Test: Porsche 924 
Turbo 

Turbocharging, the harnessing of 
exhaust gases to boost engine 
power. has suddenly become 
fashionable, with cor makers from 
Detroit to Tokyo announcing turbo 
models in such quick succession 
that it is hard to keep up with 
them. Ironically, this concerted 
move towards more powerful cars 
is very much connected with the 
energy crisis. 

Performance generally means 
high fuel consumption. But with oil 
scarce and expensive, it is getting 
more difficult to justify thirsty cars, 
ia the United States car makers 


face fines if they fall to meet 
federal fuel consumption standards. 
On the other hand, there is still a 
demand for performance cars and 
rhe dilemma for manufacturers is 
how ro satisfy it without squander¬ 
ing fuel. 

Turbocharging provides the 
answer, greatly increasing the 
power uf an engine without a pro- 
partibuatc fuel penalty. The 
Porsche 924 makes the point very 
welL Even in its ■'ordinary" form, 
the lour cylinder 1984 cc engine is 
hardly sluggish ; but fitted with a 
turbocharger ir produces 170 bhp 
against 125. with a big increase in 
turque and performance figures 
that are astonishing for a two-litre. 

The 0 to SO mpb acceleration time 
of 7 seconds and top speed of 1-40 
mph puts the car up with the fastest 

six and eight cylinder models- And 
that is not the end of the story for 
the most impressive aspect of the 
rurbu is the flexibility it provides 
for overtaking. To open _ the 
throttle from around 50 mph is to 
unleash an exhilarating surge of 
power that will double the car's 
speed before you can spot that 
police car in the driving mirror. 
The top speed is. of course, acade¬ 
mic (except on Porsche's home 
territory, Germany) but it docs 
underline the car's potential. 

To ger the full effect of tbc 
turbo, the engine must be turning 
over at about 3.000 rpm, which 
means that flexibility lower down, 
say from 30 mph. is less impressive 
unless there is a deliberate drop 
in gear. In traffic, indeed, it is un¬ 
like! v that tbc turbo will be used 
at all and overall it might be in 
action no more than 10 or 15 per 


cent of tiie time, depending on how 
hard the car is driven. 

But it is precisely this limited use 
that enables fuel" consumption to 
remain at a respectable level. The 
Porsche should give about 22 mpg 
in town and up to 27 mpg_ on the 
open road which, hearing in mind 
its performance potential, are ex¬ 
cellent return;.. 

Unfortunately, enjoyment of the 
car’s performance is marred by its 
gearbox, one of the most awkward 
j have come across. To start with, 
first is located not “ over and up ”, 
as on most boxes, bu: over and 
down, and it can he very difficult 
to engage. 

Unwary drivers assuming mat 
first is in the usual place will find 
themselves in reverse, a disconcert- 
ing experience. The movement from 
first across to second is so slight 
that it is easy to slip straight into 
fourth. Hie ether complaint is the 
wide spacing in ratio between first 
and second. Owners will presumably 
get used to these foibles, but after 
a week with the car 2 was still 
struggling. 

Handling is generally up to the 
demands of the extra power. Though 
low- geared, the steering is very pre¬ 
cise and me small wheel a plea¬ 
sure u> use. The all-independent 
suspension helps to keep the car 
firmly cn the road, w-ith little body- 
roll on corners, white spoilers, front 
and back, ensure stability at speed. 

The ride is firm and may not be 
to aJI tastev; the scats arc also 
firm, but well shaped. A tall driver 
trill find his thighs pressing up 
against the steering wheel, for 
which height adjustment would be 
useful. The car claims to he a " two- 
plus-iwo''. but the back sears are 


cramped, even for children; they, 
do. however, fold forward to in¬ 
crease what is otherwise modest boot 
space. 

The 924 Turbo is far from being 
a quiet car, though for many the 
throaty engine will be part of the 
appeal. Less defensible is the in¬ 
sistent road noise. Standard equip¬ 
ment includes wash/wipe for the 
headlamps and rear screen, electric 
windows and a radio-cassette fitted 
with an electric aerial. The car 
costs U3.fi29. a lot of money for a 
two-lit re. but not for the perform¬ 
ance it offers, and it looks to he 
built to typically robust Porsche 
standards. ' 


More for the Four 

Nearly 19 years after its intro¬ 
duction, the little, ugly but oh-so- 
practical Renault 4 shows no sign 
of flagging. This week a new ver¬ 
sion is announced, the GTL, which, 
hv fining a bigger 1108 cc engine, 
gives better performance uml fuel 
consumption than the S45 cc model 
(which remains in production). 
Scoring 44.S mpg on the official 
urban cycle and 52.3 mpg ar 56 
mph, the 4 GTL ranks with the most 
economical cars sold in Britain. It 
costs £3.050. 

The first postwar Renault with 
front-wheel drive, the 4 is the most 
successful French car ever pro¬ 
duced. It is assembled in 11 coun¬ 
tries and during 1980 sales should 
pass six million, about 11 million 
more than the Mini which had two 
years' start.
